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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Constituent  Authorities 


Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

It  is,  again,  my  pleasure  to  report  on  the  health  and  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  Combined  Area  of 
the  North  East  of  Shropshire— for  the  year  1959. 

As  was  stated  in  the  report  for  1958  in  your  area  every  effort  is  made  to  have  this  survey  made  public 
as  early  in  the  succeeding  year  as  possible — to  meet  the  wishes  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  also  to  try  to 
maintain  a  remembrance  and  interest  in  affairs  which  can  so  be  viewed  not  too  distantly.  In  1958  the  intrusion 
of  a  printers  strike  precluded  this  but  it  is  hoped  that  this  year  will  see  this  report  in  the  hands  of  the  reader 
before  the  summer  holidays. 

Following  the  precedent  of  1958  this  year  Mr.  Addison,  Public  Health  Inspector  to  Wellington  Urban 
Council,  has  provided  a  list  of  Acts  and  Orders  which  have  come  into  force  in  the  past  twelve  months  : 

New  legislation  concerning  public  health  during  the  year  amounted  to  two  public  general  Acts 
and  23  sets  of  Regulations  or  Orders. 

Notes  on  the  more  important  changes  are  set  out  below  : 

The  new  Regulations  which  set  a  high  standard  of  hygiene  and  provide  for  the  prevention  of  cruelty 
in  slaughterhouses,  came  into  operation  on  the  1st  of  January.  They  apply  to  all  new  slaughterhouses, 
but,  until  the  Ministry  has  examined  the  reports  which  all  local  authorities  have  been  asked  to  make  on 
the  slaughterhouses  in  their  districts,  the  regulations  will  not  apply  in  their  entirety  to  existing  slaughter¬ 
houses. 

The  Ice  Cream  (Heat  Treatment,  etc.)  Regulations,  1959,  are  designed  to  maintain  the  standard  of 
purity  of  ice  cream  and  iced  lollies.  New  tests  are  prescribed  and  new  manufacturing  processes  may  be 
permitted  subject  to  certain  safeguards. 

A  new  Act,  called  the  House  Purchase  and  Housing  Act,  1959,  made  available  the  new  ‘standard 
grant’  towards  the  cost  of  installing  a  bath,  water  closet  and  certain  other  amenities  in  dwellings  which 
are  at  present  without  them.  The  procedure  has  been  simplified  and  under  certain  circumstances  the 
grant  can  be  claimed  as  of  right. 

The  simple  and  quick  means  of  closing  unhealthy  underground  rooms  was  restored  to  local  author¬ 
ities  by  the  Housing  (Underground  Rooms)  Act.  As  a  result  of  a  Judgment  of  the  Court  of  Appeal  the 
powers  of  local  authorities  in  this  matter  had  been  rendered  ineffectual. 

The  Public  Health  Officers  Regulations,  1959,  revise  and  consolidate  former  regulations  and  set 
out  the  qualifications,  conditions  of  appointment,  and  duties  of  Medical  Officers  of  Health  and  Public 
Health  Inspectors. 

A  commentary  on  the  prevalence  of  Infectious  Diseases  has  been  made  in  the  section  devoted  to  that  : 
no  further  enlargment  is  necessary  here.  The  County  Medical  Officer  continues,  still,  to  offer  freely  a  com¬ 
prehensive  service  of  preventive  and  protective  measures  which  do  so  much  to  control  epidemic  outbreaks 
and  which  measures  have  been,  from  time  to  time,  expanded  in  their  scope.  This  has  resulted  in  a  decrease 
in  the  number  of  notified  diseases  and  also  does  much  to  control  the  anxiety  of  a  public  which  has  so  much 
inherent  fear  of  certain  illnesses  which  are  constantly  being  brought  to  their  notice  through  the  medium  of 
press  and  other  publicising  agents. 

Tuberculosis  continues  to  demand  considerable  attention  and  the  results  of  such  activities  in  the  more 
recent  years  is  manifest  in  the  decline  in  the  number  of  notifications  and  also  in  the  number  of  cases  which 
are  on  the  register.  Particularly  is  this  noticed  in  the  case  of  non  pulmonary  illness  where  disease,  such  as 
affections  of  the  glands  of  the  neck,  once  a  common  complaint  is  now  of  comparatively  rare  occurrence. 
Our  district  authorities  are  prepared  to  do  what  they  can  to  further  better  living  and  environmental  conditions 
and,  with  most  districts,  the  housing  committee  offer  special  facilities  to  ensure  that  sufferers  from  this  com¬ 
plaint  are  housed  adequately.  The  association  between  the  Medical  Officer,  the  County  Medical  Officer  and 
the  Chest  Physicians  continues  to  be  close  and  results  in  the  maximum  consideration  and  benefit  to  the 
patients  and  to  families  in  close  contact  with  tubercular  infection. 
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Nowadays,  it  is  taken  for  granted  that  sound  health  practices  shall  be  standard  in  all  food  establishments. 
Periodic  surveys  are  made  of  all  premises  which  produce  or  retail  food  stuffs.  By  these  means  it  is  possible 
to  keep  on  a  high  level  the  quality  of  the  product  and  to  reassure  the  consumer  that  his  interest  is  always  very 
much  to  the  forefront.  During  the  current  year  there  has  been  practically  no  occasion  to  have  recourse  to 
the  Courts  to  enforce  this  standard.  Over  the  year  it  is  noticed  that  the  quality  of  milk  subjected  to  examination 
has  been  less  adversely  reported  on  by  the  Analyst  than  in  the  past.  This  being  a  specified  area  the  demon¬ 
stration  of  the  presence  of  the  tubercle  bacilli  in  milk  has  been,  as  the  records  show,  practically  eliminated  and, 
if  this  continues,  the  work  associated  with  such  discovery  will  play  little  part  in  the  routine  service.  That 
close  associate  of  milk,  ice  cream,  is  still  subjected  to  the  strictest  control  and  surveillance.  This  both  in  the 
factory  and  in  the  foodshop.  The  standard  of  grading  has  been  high,  indeed  so  high,  that  it  has  been  suggested 
by  some  officers  that  examination  should  be  discontinued.  The  writer  feels  that  this  would  be  a  mistaken 
policy  as,  from  time  to  time,  there  emerges  a  series  of  unsatisfactory  samplings  which  leads  to  the  conclusion 
that  there  is  need  for  close  attention  to  control  not  only  over  the  retailer  but  also,  at  the  source,  the  manu¬ 
facturer. 

Housing  and  the  provision  of  homes  to  satisfy  the  needs  of  all  has  in  the  past  decade  demanded  more 
and  more  attention.  This  has  assumed  such  proportions  that  housing  has  for  many  years  been  treated  as  a 
separate  unit  in  local  government  administration.  With  most  authorities  a  great  and  sustained  effort  has  been 
made  to  cope  with  the  lengthy  list  of  applicants  and  through  repeated  questionnaires  and  refilling  of  appli¬ 
cation  forms  it  is  now  concluded  that  the  demand  over  all  has  been  greatly  reduced.  The  Ministry  of  Health 
around  1956  explored  the  housing  deficiency  of  districts  and  formulated  a  five  year  plan — to  be  succeeded  by 
another  period  of  equal  length.  The  first  period  is  now  almost  completed  and  districts  can  now  survey  their 
work  and  compare  their  achievement  with  that  which  had  been  hoped  and  anticipated  in  their  original 
return  to  the  Ministry.  With  some  authorities  it  would  seem  that  for  the  next  few  years  concentrated  effort 
will  be  made  to  finish  this  work  in  as  far  as  the  demand  is  and  the  future  should  hold  a  promise  that  little 
more  will  be  required  of  them  than  general  maintenance  and  periodic  replacement.  This  in  all  probability 
is  an  optimistic  outlook.  The  Writer  would  like  to  think  that  all  his  authorities  would  look  on  the  overall 
period  of  ten  years  as  a  term  for  completion  and  that,  where  it  is  necessary,  a  greater  effort  will  be  made  to 
advance  this  work.  One  of  the  greatest  deterrents  to  this  is  that  the  prospective  tenants,  not  all  of  whom  will 
be  subject  to  subsidy,  will  be  unable  to  meet  the  economic  rents  of  the  new  homes.  This  may  be  so  but  by 
the  regulatisation  of  rents  over  all  council  houses  and  by  standardisation  much  should  be  able  to  be  done. 
Every  effort  should  be  made  to  encourage  the  more  substantial  applicant  to  try  to  fend  for  himself  and  become 
a  house  owner.  As  a  result  he  would  have  something  to  show  for  his  outlay  and  the  district  would  benefit 
accordingly.  Much  more  could  be  written  on  housing — on  the  types  of  homes  which  are  in  demand  and  those 
which,  on  economic  grounds,  must  be  built — the  care  and  maintenance  of  those  which  have  been  built — the 
defaulting  rent  payer  and  the  seemingly  impossible  family.  All  these  and  many  others  are  the  bases  for  frequent 
discussion  and  consideration.  It  is  impossible  to  group  particular  types  into  sections  and  treat  on  common 
grounds — each  must  have  individual  attention  which  in  practice  is  time  consuming  and  often  the  results  are 
inconclusive. 

As  has  been  reported  in  previous  years  the  housing  and  care  of  the  aged  is  a  constant  concern  of  the 
authorities.  In  nearly  all  districts  a  system  of  housing  has  been  evolved  to  meet  this  requirement  and  these 
plans  vary  from  area  to  area.  In  the  same  way  provision  is  made  for  social  activity — this  with  varying  success. 
Where  the  old  folks  are  allowed  to  demonstrate  an  active  interest  and  understanding  in  managemental 
responsibilities  and  control  of  social  centres  and  allied  service  it  would  seem  that  greater  benefit  has  resulted. 

In  the  field  of  service  where  water  supplies  and  sewerage  provision  arise  progress  has  been  made.  These 
two  allied  systems  make  the  greatest  demands  on  the  rural  authorities  and  all  such  authorities  in  the  North 
Eastern  Area  have  done  much  to  meet  the  needs  of  remote  communities.  It  is  in  these  isolated  limited  hamlets 
that  difficulties  are  met:  particularly  in  relation  to  providing  modern  sewage  systems  with  competent  disposal. 
Such  work  can  be  costly  but  if  due  regard  is  made  to  all  circumstances  an  adequate  and  efficient  control  can 
be  achieved  and  the  unhealthy  unpleasant  methods  of  the  past  can  be  eliminated. 

Mortuary  accommodation  has  been  the  subject  of  report  in  earlier  communications.  This  service  is  now 
reasonably  adequate  in  all  districts.  Greater  advantage  might  be  taken  of  this  to  relieve  the  strain  which  must 
arise  in  homes  where  deaths  have  occurred  and  where  laying  out  could  be  more  conveniently  carried  out  in 
surrounds  much  more  suitable  for  this  purpose.  This  applies  at  all  seasons  and  particularly,  in  the  summer. 
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For  the  past  four  years  a  local  committee  has  been  interesting  itself  in  the  advancement  of  hospital 
services  in  the  immediate  area.  It  now  seems  that  fruition  of  some  of  these  plans  and  advances  is  at  hand. 
In  Wellington  the  Wrekin  Hospital  is  to  be  improved  and  enlarged.  This  should  form  a  sound  basis  for 
future  working  and  a  pleasant  help  to  those  in  need  of  treatment. 

It  has  been  the  practice  in  the  North  Eastern  Area  to  present  in  narrative  form  a  resume  of  the  progress 
of  the  various  health  authorities  :  this  as  an  annual  record.  These  contributions  are  subscribed  by  the  Chief 
Public  Health  Officers  of  each  council  and  the  Writer  hopes  that  in  the  past  it  has  stimulated  interest  in  a 
publication  which  otherwise  might  be  described  as  dull.  This  year  seven  officers  have  sent  to  me  their  con¬ 
tributions.  In  the  case  of  Shifnal  the  Council  last  year  took  exception  to  their  Officer’s  report  and  decided 
that  a  different  course  should  be  pursued  in  relation  to  the  survey  for  that  area.  The  Shifnal  Officer  has  not 
submitted  his  report  to  me  personally  but  it  has  been  presented  as  given  to  the  Shifnal  Committee. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  takes  this  opportunity  of  thanking  all  officers  who  have  worked  with  him 
and  who,  in  process  of  this  work,  have  shewn  the  courtesy  and  understanding  without  which  the  control  and 
supervision  of  a  wide  area  cannot  be  exercised.

Mr.  Adams,  Public  Health  Inspector  reports  : 

HOUSING 

1959  was  to  all  intents  and  purposes  a  year  of  consolidation,  as,  due  to  the  large  number  of  dwellings 
completed  on  the  Langley  Farm  Estate,  it  was  possible  to  offer  alternative  accommodation  to  81  families  who 
were  living  in  houses  which  were  the  subject  of  operative  orders  under  the  Housing  Act,  1957.  There  was, 
as  expected,  slight  reluctance  on  the  part  of  some  families  to  move,  in  view  of  the  increase  in  rent  which  they 
would  have  to  pay  at  their  new  dwelling  compared  with  the  old  one,  but,  once  established  in  their  new  homes, 
with  modern  amenities  they  quickly  realised  the  advantages  gained  compared  with  their  old  houses  and  they 
then  settled  down  to  enjoy  them.  All  the  accommodation  built  was  not,  of  course,  utilised  for  rehousing  from 
unfit  properties,  but  many  families  were,  in  addition,  rehoused  from  the  housing  list  ;  that  non-shrinking 
list  which  constantly  faces  us.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  even  while  rehousing  is  going  on  new  families  make 
application  at  almost  the  same  pace  at  which  other  names  are  deleted  as  accommodation  is  offered.  In 
addition  to  the  rehousing  of  our  own  people  we  were  pleased  to  be  able  to  offer  accommodation  to  some 
62  families  from  Birmingham  who  moved  to  Dawley  under  the  overspill  agreement.  The  majority  of  these 
families  have  now  settled  down  satisfactorily  and  many  to  whom  I  have  spoken  remarked  on  how  much 
better  they  feel  and  how  marked  the  improvement  is  in  their  childrens’  health.  This,  I  think,  is  very  rewarding 
in  view  of  the  doubts  which  many  people  had  over  the  overspill  proposal. 

During  the  year  some  37  houses  were  made  the  subject  of  slum  clearance  action  and  the  majority  of  these 
tenants  are  now  rehoused.  The  majority  of  these  houses  were  the  subject  of  individual  action  under  the 
Housing  Act,  and  it  was  interesting  to  note  how  few  owners  were  prepared  to  carry  out  renovation  of  the 
houses  under  consideration  to  avoid  Closing  or  Demolition  Orders.  An  extensive  schedule  of  repair  does 
involve  very  heavy  expenditure  and  I  am  quite  certain  that  there  are  very  few  cases  in  which  it  is  justified. 
In  fact,  in  some  of  the  cases  where  reconstruction  has  taken  place  after  the  Council  has  agreed  to  the  schedule 
of  works  it  has  been  obvious  that  the  heayv  cost  has  not  yielded  a  very  good  investment. 

During  the  year  we  had  only  three  applications  for  grants  under  the  Housing  Acts  for  the  improvement 
of  property.  This,  despite  the  fact  that  the  new  Standard  Grants  Scheme  whereby  the  Councils  are  bound  to 
make  grants  provided  certain  conditions  are  complied  with,  was  introduced,  with  much  publicity  by  the 
Government.  To  make  such  a  scheme  a  success,  quite  obviously  a  great  effort  will  have  to  be  made  to  persuade 
owners  to  carry  out  these  improvements  and  there  can  be  no  doubt,  particularly  with  high  interest  rates  on 
loans,  that  the  more  properties  that  are  provided  with  modern  amenities  the  less  the  demand  is  going  to  be 
for  the  Council  to  provide  new  dwellings.  Unfortunately,  in  this  district  there  is  not  a  great  number  of  houses 
capable  of  easy  conversion  without  structural  additions  so  that  it  makes  the  task  of  persuasion  far  more 
difficult  as  the  expenses  involved  are  so  much  increased.  I  am  sure  that  the  time  must  come  when  the  power 
to  require  the  provision  of  basic  amenities  will  have  to  be  given  to  local  authorities. 

The  Rent  Act  and  Certificates  of  Disrepair  are,  as  far  as  I  can  see,  an  absolute  flop.  Brought  in  against 
strong  opposition,  in  this  part  of  the  country  it  has  certainly  resulted  in  rent  increases  for  some  people,  but 
one  can  see  no  improvement  as  far  as  maintenance  of  property  is  concerned. 
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Work  was  commenced  during  the  year  on  a  further  140  dwellings  at  Portley,  Clee  View  and  Little  Eyton 
Fold  and  by  the  end  of  the  year  the  first  dwellings  had  been  handed  over. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  the  Council  were  actively  concerned  with  the  question  or  redeveloping  in  King 
Street,  and  this  redevelopment  should,  when  completed,  make  a  vast  improvement  to  this  part  of  the  centre 
of  the  town  and  will  enable  the  casual  visitor  or  traveller  to  realise  that  at  last  Dawley  is  starting  to  change, 
that  the  old  Dawley  is  going  to  disappear  and  a  brighter  and  more  modern  town  take  its  place. 

REFUSE  AND  NIGHT  SOIL  COLLECTION 

Refuse  collection  has  been  carried  out  with  little  difficulty  during  the  year  and  now,  with  wage  increases 
and  the  Council’s  bonus  scheme  in  operation,  the  wage  paid  does,  I  feel,  entitle  the  Council  to  expect  to  employ 
a  better  type  of  man  to  carry  out  this  most  important  service. 

The  night  soil  collection  service  is  I  am  sorry  to  say  still  with  us  but  now  as  the  speed  of  slum  clearance 
increases  it  is  possible  to  see  that  in  a  year  or  so  the  need  for  the  service  to  be  continued  will  have  been  dras¬ 
tically  reduced.  During  the  year  a  further  35  conversions  were  carried  out. 

CLEAN  FOOD 

Due  to  the  time  which  has  to  be  spent  on  other  work,  it  is  not  possible  to  give  the  attention  to  this  service 
which  I  would  like,  but,  perhaps,  in  the  coming  year  with  the  help  of  additional  staff  it  will  be  possible  to  carry 
out  a  more  intensive  survey  of  the  problems  involved.  Difficulty  was  experienced  during  the  year  with  the 
results  of  samples  of  ice-cream  produced  locally  and  despite  extensive  bacteriological  investigation  the  prime 
cause  of  the  trouble  was  not  located.  All  the  meat  slaughtered  locally  was  inspected  prior  to  being  sold  and 
the  standard  was  very  high,  as  very  little  had  to  be  condemned.  Twenty-one  samples  of  milk  were  sent  for 
examination  during  the  year  and,  of  these,  three  were  unsatisfactory.  The  practice  of  the  trade  requesting 
certificates  for  unsound  tinned  food  has  now  practically  ceased  and  this  has  resulted  in  the  amount  of  food 
being  condemned  in  the  year  being  greatly  reduced.  This,  I  feel,  is  desirable  as  I  personally  can  see  no  reason 
why  officers  of  local  authorities  should  be  expected  to  take  part  in  firms  stocktaking  by  supplying  managers 
of  shops  with  a  certificate  in  order  that  they  could  formally  strike  out  value  of  stock  from  their  balance 
sheets. 

No  cases  of  food  poisoning  were  notified  during  the  year. 

RODENT  CONTROL 

Complaints  and  contracts  have  continued  to  be  dealt  with  by  the  operative  employed  by  the  Joint  Pests 
Committee,  and,  while  the  refuse  tip  in  particular  remained  free  from  infestation,  the  number  of  complaints 
seemed  to  be  above  average.  There  is,  I  feel,  an  increased  awareness  by  the  populace  at  large  of  the  fact  that 
the  service  is  given  free  by  the  Council  to  house-holders. 

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACTS 

It  was  not  necessary  during  the  year  to  operate  the  Sections  of  the  Acts  dealing  with  the  removal  to  homes 
of  aged  and  infirm  people  who  are  incapable  of  looking  after  themselves. 

WATER  SUPPLY 

Six  samples  of  water  were  sent  for  bacteriological  examination  during  the  year  and,  of  these,  only  one 
was  not  satisfactory. 

SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

Complaints  were  received  during  the  year  from  the  Officers  of  the  Severn  River  Board  regarding  the 
standard  of  the  effluent  being  discharged  from  the  sewage  works  and  during  the  latter  part  of  the  year  some 
slight  improvement  was  achieved.  It  is  perturbing,  however,  to  find  that  a  sewage  works,  designed  and 
constructed  since  the  war,  does  give  trouble  by  producing  an  inferior  effluent.  Discussions  did,  however, 
take  place  during  the  year  with  an  adjoining  authority  with  proposals  which  may  provide  in  years  to  come 
an  alternative  solution  to  the  difficulties. 
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AIR  POLLUTION 

No  great  problems  arose  during  the  year  relating  to  this  problem,  but  the  Council  did  make  Byelaws  under 
the  Clean  Air  Act,  as  requested  by  the  Ministry,  regulating  the  installation  of  appliances  in  new  dwellings. 

CARAVANS 

The  number  of  caravans  licensed  during  the  year  was  slightly  reduced  and,  unfortunately,  there  seems  to 
be  no  trend  towards  an  increase  in  the  number  of  people  desiring  to  live  in  them. 

STAFF 

My  thanks  are  due  to  Mrs.  B.  Morris  in  my  department,  without  whose  help  and  enthusiasm  the  wheels 
of  administration  would  not  turn  so  smoothly.

HOUSING 

Good  progress  has  been  made  during  the  year  with  the  Council  Housing  Programme.  19  houses  have 
been  completed  on  the  “Highfields”  site  and  4  houses  remain  to  finish  the  contract.  An  extension  to  this  site 
for  a  further  10  houses  has  been  commenced. 

12  one  bedroom  flats  and  22  three  bedroom  4  person  houses  are  under  construction  on  the  “Allen 
Gardens”  site. 

Plans  have  also  been  prepared  for  the  erection  of  bungalows  and  three  storey,  two  bedrooms  flats  on  the 
Stafford  Street  site  with  an  approximate  total  of  41  dwellings  in  this  development.  This  will  bring  the  total 
of  housing  development  in  hand  to  96  dwellings. 

Private  Development 

A  total  of  43  private  houses  have  been  built  during  the  year  and  23  houses  are  still  under  construction. 

Local  Authorities  have  a  very  serious  problem  on  their  hands  in  relation  to  housing  construction  in  so 
far  as  costs  are  concerned,  with  rising  interest  values,  the  withdrawal  of  the  subsidies  and  the  cost  of  the  land. 
When  one  realises  that  the  cost  of  land  today  is  in  the  region  of  a  quarter  to  a  third  of  the  total  cost  of 
construction,  this  is  bound  to  have  its  effect  on  rents  and,  I  think,  will  result  in  more  private  development. 

Slum  Clearance  Programme 

During  the  year  23  unfit  houses  were  demolished  and  a  further  13  Demolition  Orders  were  made. 
Improvement  Grants 

Under  the  Housing  Act,  1949,  three  applications  were  made  for  improvement  grants,  two  were  approved 
and  the  average  cost  per  dwelling  was  £301  and  in  each  case  a  50%  grant  was  made.  One  application  was 
received  during  the  year  under  section  4  of  the  House  Purchase  and  Housing  Act,  1959,  for  a  standard  grant. 
The  cost  of  works  was  estimated  at  £218  and  a  50%  grant  was  made. 


MEAT  INSPECTION 

The  table  set  out  in  the  report  gives  the  various  percentages  of  the  incidence  of  disease  in  food  animals. 
The  percentages  of  Cattle  affected  by  T.B.  was  .43%,  Pigs  2.06%.  The  percentages  for  other  diseases  were 
Cattle  (excluding  cows)  54.1  %,  Calves  2.86%,  Sheep  15.01  %  and  Pigs  9.37%.  The  total  weight  condemned 
during  the  year  was  2  tons  5  cwts.  2  qrts.  16  lbs. 

As  in  other  years,  100  %  inspection  of  meat  was  carried  out.  Again  I  have  to  thank  the  trade  for  their  full 
co-operation,  also  Mr.  Hancock,  the  Meat  Inspector  who,  with  myself,  is  prepared  to  turn  out  at  any  time 
to  see  that  this  important  service  is  fully  maintained  and  that  all  Cattle  slaughtered  in  the  Slaughter  House 
are  examined. 
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FOOD  PREMISES  AND  FOOD  HYGIENE  REGULATIONS,  1955 

There  are  130  food  premises  in  the  district,  109  premises  were  inspected  and  14  cases  required  action. 
There  are  10  premises  registered  for  the  manufacture  of  meat  products.  14  inspections  were  made  during  the 
year. 

Most  of  the  Food  shops  in  the  district  have  carried  out  improvements  since  the  inception  of  the  regul- 
lations.  Once  again  I  would  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  trade  in  this  matter. 


FOOD  &  DRUGS  ACT,  1955 

Sampling  of  Milk  and  Other  Foods 

The  following  Chemical  and  Bacteriological  samples  were  taken  by  the  Salop  County  Council  Sampling 
Officers  in  the  district  during  the  year  : 

27  samples  of  milk  and  10  samples  of  other  foods  were  obtained  and  analysed  or  tested.  All  samples  were 
found  to  be  genuine  with  the  exception  of  one  milk  sample  which  was  slightly  deficient  in  fat.  Follow  up 
sample  from  this  source  proved  genuine.

4  samples  of  Pasteurised  milk  were  obtained  from  the  supply  to  the  Home  situated  in  the  district.  All 
samples  proved  to  be  satisfactory. 

PUBLIC  HOUSES 

Licensed  houses  are  inspected  at  regular  intervals.  In  two  cases  nuisances  were  observed  and  the  necessary 
works  were  carried  out  to  abate  same.  From  the  inspections  and  observations  made  during  the  year  there  is 
still  not  enough  attention  paid  to  ventilation  and,  in  some  establishments,  a  grave  lack  of  reasonable  seating 
accommodation. 

ICE-CREAM 

There  are  28  premises  in  the  district  dealing  in  ice-cream,  including  one  manufacturer.  10  samples  were 
taken  during  the  year  and  the  following  results  were  obtained  :

FOOD  POISONING 

No  case  of  food  poisoning  was  reported  during  the  year. 
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DISINFESTATION  AND  VERMIN  CONTROL 

Inspections  are  carried  out  from  time  to  time.  Three  business  premises,  one  farm,  seven  dwelling  houses 
and  seven  council  undertakings  were  treated  duing  the  year.  The  main  sewers  also  received  treatment  during 
the  year. 

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  1948,  Sec.  4 

Three  visits  were  made  during  the  year  under  the  Act  but  no  action  was  necessary. 

FACTORIES 

Inspections  were  carried  out  during  the  year.  136  visits  were  made  and  in  19  cases  action  was  taken  to 
remedy  defects. 

WATER  SUPPLY 

The  quality  of  the  water  is  highly  satisfactory.  6  samples  were  taken  during  the  year  for  bacteriological 
examination,  all  were  returned  as  “Highly  satisfactory.”  There  is  still  a  lack  of  pressure  in  some  parts  of  the 
district.  A  joint  effort  by  the  local  authority  and  the  water  undertaking  was  made  during  the  year,  when  a 
length  of  main  was  laid  from  Shrewsbury  Road  to  Chestnut  Road  after  which  some  improvement  was  noted. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION 

Some  difficulty  was  experienced  during  the  hot  weather  with  tip  fires  and  fly  nuisance.  Action  has  been 
taken  to  control  this,  soil  dumps  have  been  spotted  over  the  area  and,  with  the  new  mechanical  equipment, 
we  hope  to  prevent  a  recurrence  of  this  nuisance. 

Collection  is  carried  out  weekly  and  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping.  The  spreading  and  the  raking  of 
the  refuse  is  carried  out  manually.  There  are  very  few  complaints  regarding  the  collection  and  I  would  express 
my  thanks  to  the  men  who  carry  out  this  work  in  all  kinds  of  weather. 

MORTUARY 

This  service  is  operated  in  conjunction  with  the  Drayton  Rural  District  Council  and,  during  the  year, 
there  were  1 1  Post  Mortems  and  2  Inquests.  I  still  think  that  the  Undertakers  in  the  district  should  make 
more  use  of  it.  In  my  opinion,  the  time  is  past  when  the  dead  should  remain  in  a  dwelling  house  until  the 
day  of  burial.  This  is  a  service  which  should  be  carried  out  with  great  dignity. 

PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES 

Of  which  there  are  five  ;  all  well  maintained  and  provided  with  up-to-date  facilities,  but,  during  the  year, 
they  have  suffered  a  great  deal  of  damage  by  thoughtless  persons  who  have  damaged  fittings  and  equipment. 
This  is  an  added  cost  to  the  Rate  Payer,  and,  I  think,  that  those  people  should  think  again  before  being  so 
boisterous. 


SWIMMING  BATH 

This  proves  to  be  a  great  attraction— people  come  great  distances  to  make  use  of  the  facilities  offered 
at  the  bath.

Following  the  resignation  of  my  predecessor,  Mr.  S.  Lassman,  I  took  up  my  duties  with  this  Authority 
on  23rd  March,  1959.  During  the  nine  months  until  the  end  of  the  year  much  time  has  been  spent  on  Public 
Health  matters  but,  unfortunately,  in  a  town  such  as  this  a  great  deal  remains  to  be  done.  As  is  so  often  the 
case  in  a  combined  appointment  no  day  is  long  enough  to  carry  out  all  one’s  duties  and  Public  Health,  however 
important,  must  take  its  turn  with  the  rest.  It  was  with  complete  approval  then,  that  I  welcomed  the  appoint¬ 
ment  of  Mr.  J.  Lear  as  additional  P.H.I.  and  I  wish  to  record  my  appreciation  of  his  efforts  which  have 
enabled  so  much  to  be  done  in  the  time  allowed  ;  my  thanks,  also,  are  due  to  Miss  M.  Williams  who  did  so 
much  to  smooth  the  initial  period  during  my  early  months. 


WATER  SUPPLY 

No  trouble  has  been  experienced  during  the  year  in  maintaining  a  pure  and  plentiful  supply.  The 
installation  of  the  new  submersible  pump  in  1958,  although  expensive,  has  proved  its  worth  by  allowing 
those  who  are  responsible  for  this  service  to  sleep  easier  in  their  beds.  Further  expenditure  will  be  necessary 
in  the  very  near  future  on  larger  storage  capacity  ;  particularly  if  the  consumption  and  the  number  of  houses 
being  built  continues  to  increase  at  the  present  rate. 

Average  daily  consumption  has  increased  to  240,000  gallons  requiring  approximately  nine  hours’ 
pumping  and,  with  the  capacity  of  the  underground  reservoir  totalling  only  157,000  gallons,  this  has  to  be 
maintained  until  8  or  9  o’clock  each  evening,  seven  evenings  a  week. 

Regular  samples  have  been  taken  and  satisfactory  reports  generally  received.  Troubles  of  a  minor 
character  which  were  experienced  have  been  overcome. 

Small  mains  extensions  have  been  carried  out  to  two  housing  sites.  One  by  a  private  contractor  and  the 
other  by  the  Council’s  own  staff.  It  is  certain  that  further  considerable  extensions  will  be  required  early  in 
the  new  year. 


SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

Completion  of  Phase  I  of  the  new  foul  and  surface  water  sewers  in  Audley  Road  and  Water  Lane  was 
obtained  finally  in  June.  As  much  to  the  relief,  no  doubt,  of  the  Contractors  as  to  the  town  people  them¬ 
selves.  When  excavations  are  made  in  Newport,  it  is  easy  to  see  why  three  fishes  are  included  in  the  Town 
Crest. 

It  is  hoped  that,  early  next  year,  the  Council’s  Consulting  Engineers  will  have  become  far  enough 
advanced  to  put  out  to  tender  Phase  II  of  the  scheme  ;  tentative  Ministry  approval  having  already  been 
obtained.  This  part  will  include  two  lengths  of  foul  sewer  from  Wellington  Road  and  the  Canal  Bridge  to  the 
Disposal  Works  and  include  for  a  completely  new  works.  Anyone  who  has  seen  the  condition  of  the  existing 
lengths  of  sewer  and  of  the  works  themselves  will  appreciate  the  relief  the  completion  of  Phase  II  will  bring; 
not  the  least  to  Officers  of  the  Severn  River  Board,  who  so  “unsatisfactorily”  sample  the  effluent  at  regular 
intervals. 
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REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 

A  weekly  collection  has  been  maintained  satisfactorily  throughout  the  year.  Following  consideration  in 
December  of  the  cost  of  maintaining  the  existing  vehicle  on  refuse  collection  and  the  likely  advantages  of  a 
more  modern  type,  the  Council  approved  the  order  for  a  new  S.  &  D.  Fore  and  Aft  Tipper  with  16/18  cu.  ft. 
body  and  Powerpress.  It  is  hoped  that  a  more  economical  and,  certainly,  a  more  hygienic  collection  will 
result. 

The  tip,  not  I  fear,  a  controlled  one  is  situated  at  such  a  distance  from  the  nearest  dwelling  that  it 
effectively  reduces  the  number  of  complaints  to  a  minimum.  The  time  cannot  however  be  too  far  distant 
when  consideration  will  have  to  be  given  to  its  condition  and  whether  this  problem  can  be  satisfactorily 
solved  without  mechanical  aids. 


SALVAGE 

Waste  paper  and  cardboard  is  collected  at  intervals  from  business  premises  and  sold,  despite  slightly 
better  prices  at  the  mill,  at  a  loss.  Some  compensation  is  obtained  however  by  reducing  the  quantity  of 
combustible  material  at  the  tip. 


PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES 

Following  consideration  the  Council  approved  a  scheme  to  install  handbasins,  soap  and  paper  towels 
in  the  two  public  conveniences  at  Middle  Row  and  Stafford  Street.  In  view  of  the  number  of  people  using 
these,  particularly  during  the  holiday  period,  this  is  a  great  step  forward  which  can  do  the  reputation  of  the 
Town  no  harm  whatsoever. 

Both  conveniences  were  completely  redecorated  during  the  year  by  direct  labour;  the  walls  being  treated 
in  such  a  way  as  will,  I  hope,  defy  the  efforts  of  the  ever  present  obscene  scribbler. 

COUNCIL  HOUSES 

No  new  houses  were  completed  for  the  Council  during  the  year  although  50  housing  units  at  the  Hallcroft 
Gardens  Estate  were  commenced  and  were  well  in  hand. 

The  Grouped  Dwelling  scheme,  to  provide  Warden’s  Flat,  Community  Centre  and  18  Bungalows  for 
elderly  people  which  had,  unfortunately,  been  held  up  for  a  considerable  time  was  finally  approved  and 
sanction  of  the  Ministry  is  now  awaited  prior  to  starting. 

In  view  of  the  large  number  of  speculative  houses  being  built  or  about  to  be  built  in  the  area  there  is  no 
doubt  that,  to  some  degree,  the  rehousing  problem  of  Councils  will  be  eased.  I  do  not  feel  though  that  the 
problem  has  been  solved  and,  in  my  opinion,  Local  Authorities  will  be  required,  for  many  years  to  come, 
to  continue  to  build  a  certain  number  of  houses  for  rent  ;  these,  apart  from  “Old  Peoples”  bungalows  and 
other  accommodation  for  the  elderly,  will  become  a  more  and  more  pressing  need. 

PRIVATE  DEVELOPMENT 

During  the  year  50  houses  were  completed  either  for  sale  or  by  private  individuals,  a  further  52  being 
under  construction.  Planning  approval  was  obtained  for  an  additional  450  and,  if  all  of  these  are  completed 
and  progress  in  other  parts  of  the  country  is  as  spectular,  it  will  go  a  long  way  to  help  remove  the  menace  of 
the  unfit  and  overcrowded  dwelling  that  regretfully  is  still  with  us. 

UNFIT  HOUSES 

No  formal  action  has  been  taken  during  the  year— all  repairs  being  obtained  by  letter  or  verbally. 

Confirmation  is  still  awaited  from  the  Ministry  on  two  of  the  four  Clearance  Areas  made  in  1958.  It 
is  anticipated  that  action  will  be  taken  on  a  number  of  unfit  houses  now  that  the  Council  are  proceeding  with 
the  erection  of  50  units  for  rehousing  purposes. 

MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS 

23  licences  were  issued  during  the  year. 
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PROBLEM  FAMILIES 


Like  all  authorities  Newport  is  blessed  (?)  with  its  problem  family.  Consultations  with  all  other  interested 
groups  have  resulted  in  a  “Combined  Operation”  which,  it  is  hoped,  will  have  the  desired  effect.  Rehousing 
into  a  better  and  larger  house  appeared  to  be  a  justifiable  risk  on  the  part  of  this  Council. 


MILK

No  samples  were  taken  during  the  year,  my  view  being  that,  with  the  County  Council  sampling  officer 
regularly  sampling  in  the  area,  a  duplication  of  effort  can  be  not  only  time  wasting,  but  of  some  annoyance 
to  retailers  who  are  unwittingly  called  upon  in  the  same  period. 


ICE-CREAM 

23  premises  are  registered  for  the  sale  of  ice-cream  ;  samples  were  taken  and  the  results  were  satisfactory. 
Although  some  supervision  must  be  maintained,  particularly  of  the  manufacturers  premises,  results  of  recent 
years  are  indicative  that,  generally  speaking,  ice-cream  is  no  longer  the  potential  danger  that  it  was  pre-war 
or  even  before  the  Heat  Treatment  Regulations  took  effect. 


FOOD  PREMISES 

Some  headway  has  been  made  with  regard  to  inspections  under  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations.  It  is  a 
chastening  thought,  however,  that  the  majority  of  inspections  bring  to  light  some  minor  contravention  or 
other  and  about  25  %  contraventions  of  a  more  serious  nature.  Unfortunately,  the  initial  inspection  is  not 
the  end  of  the  matter  ;  so  often  continual  re-inspection  and  further  letters  are  required  before  the  premises 
or  occupants  are  up  to  a  reasonable  standard. 

It  is  surprising,  in  view  of  the  publicity  of  cases  in  the  local  and  national  Press,  how  often  smoking  is 
observed  in  Food  Premises.  Several  warnings  were  given  during  the  year.  Surely  it  is  time  for  a  more  en¬ 
lightened  view  of  this  matter  to  be  taken  and  a  complete  ban  on  smoking  for  customer  and  handler  alike 
to  be  observed. 


PUBLIC  HOUSES 

Three  Public  Houses  have  been  improved  considerably  during  the  year.  Perhaps  a  little  encouragement 
to  some  of  the  others  in  the  near  future  will  result  in  similar  works  being  carried  out.

DISINFESTATION  AND  VERMIN  CONTROL 

179  hours  were  spent  during  the  year  by  the  Rodent  Operatives  under  the  Joint  Scheme.  This  continues 
to  work  excellently  and  I  see  no  reason  for  change. 

Occasional  requests  for  assistance  to  help  get  rid  of  ants  and  the  like  are  received  and  dealt  with. 

MORTUARY 

The  Mortuary  serving  Newport  and  parts  of  Wellington  Rural  District  continues  to  operate  with  little 
cause  for  complaint. 

RECREATION  GROUNDS 

The  Council  have  approved  the  provision  of  s  small  recreation  ground  in  Meadow  Road.  In  view  of 
the  damage  caused  to  the  Victoria  Park  Recreation  Ground  this  shows  a  remarkable  degree  of  forbearance. 
However,  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  destructive  habits  of  teenagers  will  eventually  abate  to  such  an  extent  as 
to  allow  children  of  all  ages  to  enjoy  that  which  is  provided  for  their  amusement.

SALVAGE 

Collection  of  salvage  continues  :  by  trailers  towed  behind  the  refuse  vehicles.  An  increased  amount  of 
salvaged  paper  is  being  collected  ;  accountable  to  the  bonus  scheme  in  operation.  The  result  is  mutually 
beneficial  to  the  Authority  and  the  men. 

The  advantage  of  waste  paper  collection  is  that  a  serious  danger  by  fire  on  the  tip  is  avoided  and  turn 
this  hazard  into  a  financial  gain  to  the  council  employees.

REFUSE  COLLECTION 

It  has  been  possible,  by  introducing  the  bonus  scheme,  to  attract  and  keep  a  suitable  type  of  employee. 
Invariably  it  is  found  that  the  unsatisfactory  employee  drifts  on  to  other  employment. 

The  men,  efficiently  organised,  have  permitted  a  very  satisfactory  service  to  be  given  to  the  ratepayers. 
This  has  been  operated  with  few  complaints. 

TIP 

Difficulties  have  been  encountered  at  the  tip  through  persons  deliberately  setting  it  alight.  The  co¬ 
operation  of  School  Principals  has  been  invoked  with  marked  success. 

It  is  hoped  to  reclaim  a  considerable  amount  of  land  which  is  derelict  in  the  Wrockwardine  Wood  area. 
PRIVY  COLLECTION 

At  long  last  it  is  possible  to  foresee  the  end  of  the  conservancy  method  of  sewage.  A  steady  rate  of 
conversions  has  been  arrived  at,  which,  together  with  the  demolition  of  a  considerable  number  of  the  older 
dwellings,  should  give  results. 
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Due  regard  is  paid  to  the  importance  of  this  part  of  the  cleansing  work.  Making  an  important  con¬ 
tribution  to  the  health  and  comfort  of  the  residents.

VERMINOUS  PERSONS  AND  CLOTHING 

There  is  no  provision  for  the  disinfestation  of  persons  or  effects. 

HOUSING 

Steady  attention  to  the  housing  conditions  of  the  residents  has  been  maintained  and  progress  made  in 
raising  the  general  housing  standards  in  the  district  ;  by  the  demolition  of  dwellings  which  fall  below  a 
reasonable  standard  and  others  dealt  with  by  way  of  repair. 

Progress  has  been  achieved  by  completing  10  houses  for  slum  clearance  :  62  houses  are  in  the  course  of 
erection  :  to  accommodate  other  families  6  houses  were  built  and  84  dwellings  are  in  course  of  erection. 
The  number  of  persons  on  the  Council  Housing  List  at  the  close  of  the  year  was  629. 

REHOUSING 

The  greatest  care  is  taken,  when  rehousing  people  from  sub-standard  dwellings,  to  accommodate  them, 
as  far  as  possible  close  to  familiar  environment  to  which  many  have  become  accustomed.  Difficulties  have 
arisen  from  time  to  time  but  have  been  overcome  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  people.  As  development  of  the  dis¬ 
trict  progresses  it  will  not  be  possible  to  rehouse  the  people  in  the  district  where  they  have  lived.  It  is  not 
however  insurmountable.  It  is  felt  however  that  some  tolerance  by  these  people  will  have  to  be  shown  over 
these  minor  hardships  if  real  progress  is  to  be  achieved  in  dealing  with  sub-standard  property. 
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CLEARANCE  AREAS 


Four  Clearance  Areas,  involving  17  dwellings,  housing  41  persons  were  represented  during  the  year. 
Two  of  the  orders  were  confirmed  without  modification  whilst  two  are  awaiting  confirmation  by  the  Minister. 


INDIVIDUAL  UNFIT  DWELLINGS 

During  the  year  representations  concerning  32  dwellings,  housing  71  families  were  made  and  demolition 
orders  served,  whilst  one  closing  order  was  put  into  operation. 

RENT  ACT,  1957 

Two  applications  were  received  for  Certificates  of  Disrepair  compared  with  six  in  1958.  Undertakings 
from  the  owners  were  accepted  concerning  two  properties.  Four  Certificates  were  cancelled  upon  completion 
of  the  work  required. 

Considerable  trouble  is  taken  to  explain  the  Requirements  of  the  Act  to  members  of  the  public,  who  call 
after  an  increase  in  rent  has  already  taken  place. 

The  number  of  forms  and  method  of  completion  appears  to  confuse  applicants  with  the  result  that  the 
object  for  which  the  Act  was  designed  does  not  attain  its  fullest  force. 

CARAVANS 

Three  site  licences  permitting  18  caravans  are  in  operation,  together  with  24  individual  licences.  Successful 
work  has  been  carried  out  to  secure  satisfactory  water  supply,  lavatory  accommodation,  drainage  and  refuse 
facilities.  The  Department  co-operated  with  the  County  Fire  Service  in  drawing  attention  to  the  hazards  of 
fire.  A  reasonable  standard  of  hygiene  is  required  before  the  granting  of  a  licence. 

FOOD  PREMISES 

Considerable  time  and  effort  is  expended  on  the  attainment  of  an  acceptable  standard  of  Hygiene  in  all 
food  premises  and  reconstruction  of  shops  has  been  undertaken  in  several  instances.  It  is  interesting  that 
the  result  is  an  increased  patronage.  Unquestionably  the  shopping  public  are  becoming  more  hygiene  minded 
and  are  demanding  a  higher  standard  of  service. 

SLAUGHTER  HOUSES 

In  conforming  with  the  directions  of  the  Minister  of  Agriculture  and  Food  consideration  was  being 
given  at  the  close  of  the  year  to  the  three  slaughterhouses  and  the  facilities  for  the  slaughtering  of  cattle  and 
other  animals. 

Meat  inspection  exercises  a  considerable  amount  of  the  staff’s  time  ;  it  is  however  possible  to  attain 
100%  inspection. 

DISPOSAL  OF  FOOD 

Rejected  food  is  destroyed  under  the  supervision  of  your  Officers  in  the  department. 

PUBLIC  HOUSES 

Several  improvements  have  been  carried  out  in  licensed  premises  as  the  result  of  action  by  your  officers. 
Routine  visits  are  carried  out  and  there  is  helpful  co-operation  on  the  part  of  owners  and  managers,  which 
is  much  appreciated. 

FOOD  POISONING 

No  cases  of  food  poisoning  were  notified  during  the  year. 
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MILK 


Particular  attention  is  directed  to  the  sampling  of  milk,  bacteriologically  a  high  standard  has  been 
maintained. 


ADMINISTRATION 

The  Department  works  as  a  team  and  the  relationship  with  the  outside  staff  is  cordially  pleasant.  Without 
this  spirit  it  would  not  be  possible  to  accomplish  the  amount  of  work  which  has  to  be  undertaken.  Our 
thanks  are  due  to  the  Medical  Officer,  Dr.  Stewart,  for  his  unfailing  courtesy  and  cordiality.

“Your  Very  Good  Health ’’ 

An  extract  from  the  1959  Annual  Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  the 

WELLINGTON  (Salop)  URBAN  DISTRICT  COUNCIL 

Note  :  The  Medical  Officer’s  Annual  Report  consists  of  a  foreword  by  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health,  the  individual  reports  of  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  of  the  eight  districts  for 
which  he  is  responsible,  and  a  comparison  of  the  vital  statistics  and  figures  relating  to  each 
district.  It  can  be  seen  at  the  Council  Offices  and  at  the  Public  Library. 


Mr.  Addison,  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  reports  : 

To  some  extent,  your  very  good  health  depends  upon  that  of  the  community  in  which  you  live,  and  the 
Public  Health  Department  is  concerned  with  just  that.  The  success  of  what  we  do  often  depends  on  public 
support — and  so  we  must  advertise.  It  is  intended  that  a  copy  of  this  report  shall  go  to  every  home  in  the 
district. 

WHO  WE  ARE 

One  way  of  getting  the  interest  of  people  is  to  write  about  some  of  the  things  of  which  they  have  com¬ 
plained.  But,  first  of  all,  what  is  the  Public  Health  Department  ?  The  Public  Health  Department  is  respon¬ 
sible  to  the  Public  Health  Committee.  The  names  of  the  Councillors  who  are  on  this  Committee  are  set  out 
at  the  end  of  this  Report.  The  Officials  consist  of  Dr.  W.  A.  M.  Stewart,  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  who  is 
also  responsible  for  seven  adjoining  districts;  he  is  head  of  the  department  and  takes  a  particular  interest  in 
problems  with  a  medical  flavour.  Mr.  Williams  and  I  me  Public  Health  Inspectors  and  carry  out  the  day  to 
day  duties  of  the  department.  Mrs.  Swales,  in  the  office,  is  responsible  for  the  clerical  side  of  the  work,  and 
also  interviews  our  callers  and  helps  with  their  problems.  In  addition,  there  is  our  junior  clerk  who  spends  a 
great  deal  of  her  time  dealing  with  the  scheme  for  rodent  control  for  our  own  and  four  adjoining  districts. 

WHAT  WE  DO 

Our  main  spheres  of  activity  are  the  clearance  of  sub-standard  houses,  food  inspection,  food  hygiene 
and  smoke  control.  However,  a  good  deal  of  our  time  is  spent  in  dealing  with  complaints  about  these  and 
many  other  matters,  ranging  from  neighbours  quarrels  to  complaints  about  old  Mrs.  Someone  who  lives  by 
herself,  can’t  look  after  herself,  and  should  be  removed.  Letters  we  receive,  making  complaints  of  this  kind, 
usually  add  the  rider  that  now  we  have  been  told  about  it  the  responsibility  will  be  ours  if  anything  should 
happen  to  her. 

COMPLAINTS 

About  one  third  of  the  complaints  we  receive  are  concerned  with  repair  to  houses,  although  these  are 
getting  fewer  as  our  clearance  programme  proceeds. 

PROPERTY  OWNERS  COMPLAINT 

Some  property  owners  have  found  it  hard  to  believe  that  houses  they  own  are  considered  unfit,  and  only 
suitable  for  demolition.  They  point  to  the  housing  shortage  and  claim  that  their  cottages  would  be  quite 
suitable  for  old  couples,  particularly  as  the  rents  are  low.  If  we  accept  that  housing  standards  should  be 
improved,  then  it  follows  that  those  houses  which  cannot  be  brought  up  to  standard  must  be  demolished  and 
new  houses  must  be  built. 
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HOUSING  STANDARDS 

What  are  these  standards  ?  It  is  generally  accepted  that  our  object  must  be  a  bathroom,  hot  water  supply 
and  an  inside  water  closet  for  every  house.  These  amenities  are  not  required  by  the  present  housing  law,  but 
we  hope  that  they  will  be  in  the  course  of  time.  In  deciding  whether  a  house  is  unfit  or  not,  there  are  many 
things  to  take  into  account,  and  each  house  is  judged  on  its  own  particular  merits  ;  in  deciding  what  action 
should  be  taken  to  deal  with  an  unfit  house  we  should  consider  whether  it  is  capable  of  improvement. 

Some  of  the  things  which  must  be  considered  are  set  out  below  : 

State  of  Repair.  This  varies  considerably.  There  may  be  a  hundred  minor  items  of  disrepair  which 
give  the  impression  that  the  house  is  worn  out,  or  there  may  be  one  major  item,  such  as  a  sagging 
roof  caused  by  weakened,  insecure  roof  timbers. 

Stability  :  Al1  fractured  brickwork  and  bulges  and  the  probable  reason  for  them  should  be  taken 
into  account  when  deciding  the  future  of  a  house. 

Freedom  from  damp  :  Dampness  is  one  of  the  worst  enemies  of  a  building,  because  of  its  effect  on 
plaster,  brickwork  and  timber.  The  dampness  itself  may  be  due  to  disrepair,  or  it  can  be  due  to  the 
lack  of  a  damp  proof  course  in  the  walls  and  floor.  The  level  of  the  adjoining  ground  can  be  a 
significant  factor. 

Ventilation  :  Poor  ventilation  is  one  of  the  causes  of  condensation,  which  worsens  the  dampness 
in  an  old  house.  Quite  often  the  large  window  at  the  front  of  an  old  cottage  is  not  made  to  open, 
and  the  windows  at  the  back  are  small  and  too  low  to  be  efficient  for  lighting  or  for  ventilation. 
Cooking  and  washing  are  very  often  done  in  a  badly  ventilated  and  often  confined  space. 

Natural  Lighting  :  A  great  many  of  the  houses  which  are  dealt  with  in  clearance  areas  have  poor 
natural  lighting,  especially  at  the  back  of  the  house  where  the  housewife  does  most  of  her  work. 
The  stairs  are  usually  darkest  of  all.  Overshadowing  by  a  rear  extension,  or  by  other  buildings,  may 
contribute  to  the  lack  of  light. 

Sanitary  Accommodation  :  There  should  be  a  separate  water  closet  for  each  house.  Shared  sanitary 
accommodation  is  acknowledged  to  be  one  of  the  most  unpleasant  features  of  living  in  an  unfit 
house. 

Facilities  for  storage,  preparation  and  cooking  of  food  :  A  well  ventilated  food  store  with  a  cold  slab 
is  required.  It  is  quite  common  to  find  that  the  only  provision  for  the  storage  of  food  is  the  head  of 
the  steps  leading  down  to  the  coal  cellar.  Cooking  facilities,  sink,  draining  board  and  working 
surfaces  should  be  separate  from  the  living  room,  and  there  should  be  sufficient  space  for  the  storage 
of  utensils,  and  for  food  preparation  to  be  carried  out  properly. 


PROCEDURE 

A  careful  inspection  is  made  of  each  house  before  making  any  decision  as  to  its  fitness  or  otherwise. 
In  almost  every  unfit  house  there  are  many  examples  of  bad  design  or  construction  which  have  to  be  taken 
into  account. 

If  it  is  decided  that  a  house  is  unfit,  a  detailed  report  is  made  to  the  Public  Health  Committee  and,  if  the 
Committee  agrees,  then  the  owner  is  informed  and  given  a  copy  of  the  report.  If  the  owner  does  not  agree, 
he  will  make  his  objection  and  the  Council  will  have  to  prove  its  case. 


COMPENSATION 

In  the  end,  if  a  house  which  has  been  well  maintained  is  found  to  be  unfit,  compensation  must  be  paid. 
Owner  occupiers  who  bought  unfit  houses  at  a  time  of  severe  housing  shortage,  because  of  their  housing  need, 
are  also  compensated.  There  are  several  other  groups  of  people  to  whom  the  Council  may  pay  compensation 
if  they  feel  that  hardship  has  been  caused. 


CLEARANCE  PROGRAMMES 

During  1960  it  is  intended  to  bring  forward  further  clearance  schemes.  During  1959,  as  in  the  previous 
year,  very  little  new  clearance  work  has  been  possible,  because  the  building  programme  has  not  been  going 
ahead. 
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PUBLIC  SWIMMING  BATH 

People  might  like  to  know  more  about  the  public  swimming  bath.  The  water  for  the  bath  is  taken  from 
the  town  mains.  The  watei  is  constantly  being  filtered  and  chlorinated  automatically  when  the  bath  is  in  use. 
The  rate  at  which  the  filters  work  is  such  that  the  whole  of  the  water  is  treated  once  in  every  four  hours.  The 
chlorine  level  in  the  water  is  checked  regularly  and  recorded  by  the  Baths  Superintendent.  The  maintenance 
of  a  correct  chlorine  level  ensures  that  the  water  is  free  from  infection.  A  sample  of  the  water  is  taken  at 
intervals  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Shrewsbury,  to  discover  whether  the  bacteriological  condition 
of  the  water  is  satisfactory.  The  number  of  samples  taken  and  their  results  are  set  out  in  the  statistics  at  the 
end  of  the  Report.  They  show  a  satisfactory  state  of  affairs. 

COMPLAINTS  ABOUT  THE  BATH 

There  have  been  complaints,  however,  that  children  have  contracted  foot  infections  at  the  Baths.  We 
have  investigated  these  complaints  very  carefully.  The  hygiene  at  the  Baths  has  been  investigated  and  found 
to  be  satisfactory.  When  the  annual  report  on  schools  was  being  prepared,  the  possibility  of  infection  being 
picked  up  at  school  was  kept  in  mind.  At  the  request  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  the  County  School 
Medical  Officers  carried  out  foot  inspections  at  secondary  schools.  These  investigations  were  not  conclusive, 
but  were  sufficient  to  show  that  there  are  other  places  besides  the  Baths  where  foot  infections  may  be  passed 
on. 


SCHOOL  MEALS  AND  HANDS 

Whilst  on  the  subject  of  preventing  the  spread  of  infection,  we  might  consider  school  meals.  If  there  is 
anything  that  increases  the  risk  of  infection,  it  is  unwashed  hands,  particularly  at  meal  times.  The  school 
meal  is  a  valuable  educational  opportunity  for  teaching  the  importance  of  hand  washing,  and  I  know  that  in 
many  schools  this  opportunity  is  not  being  missed. 

SCHOOL  TOWELS 

There  are  not  many  schools  which  are  short  of  wash  basins,  but  the  number  of  towels  provided  varies 
considerably.  Most  forms  of  towels  are  better  than  the  roller  towel,  but  rollers  are  most  commonly  used.  One 
roller  towel  per  30  pupils  per  day  is  not  too  high  a  standard  to  expect  ! 

COMPLAINTS  ABOUT  SMOKE 

A  person  who  complained  about  excessive  smoke  from  a  certain  chimney  apologised  for  making  the 
complaint  and  said  she  did  not  want  to  be  a  nuisance.  Our  answer  is  of  course  that  on  the  contrary  we  are 
pleased  to  know  that  people  are  becoming  increasingly  smoke  conscious. 

SMOKE  CONTROL 

The  first  smoke  control  area  is  rapidly  being  built  up.  As  the  number  of  houses  increases  up  to  a  hundred 
and  beyond,  the  benefits  of  the  Order  become  increasingly  apparent. 

COAL  v.  COKE 

In  a  smoke  control  area  no-one  is  allowed  to  burn  coal  in  an  ordinary  grate.  Coal  is  the  fuel  we  have 
always  been  used  to  and  it  gives  us  a  pretty  fire.  It  is  unfortunate  that  coal  is  so  dirty  and  so  wasteful  when 
burnt  on  an  open  grate.  There  are  several  smokeless  fuels  that  can  be  burnt,  but  the  cheapest  of  them  is  coke. 
Most  of  us  have  had  reservations  about  coke  but,  when  it  is  burnt  in  a  modern  grate  (there  is  a  list  of  approved 
grates)  it  is  quite  a  satisfactory  fuel. 

COMPLAINTS  ABOUT  WATER 

Complaints  made  about  the  corrosion  of  aluminium  kitchen  ware,  and  the  green  staining  of  porcelain  in 
bathrooms  in  a  large  new  building,  led  us  to  investigate  the  water  supply  for  traces  of  copper.  It  is  known  that 
copper  is  quite  commonly  dissolved  from  new  copper  service  pipes  by  certain  kinds  of  water.  This  action 
usually  decreases  as  a  protective  layer  forms  inside  the  pipes. 

Repeated  sampling  has  shown  that  copper  is  present  in  Wellington  water  after  it  has  passed  through 
copper  pipes.  The  amount  varies  according  to  the  size  and  age  of  the  particular  installation.  The  copper  is 
not  present  in  any  excessive  or  dangerous  amount.  Investigations  are  still  being  carried  out. 
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SAMPLING 


In  addition  to  the  usual  sampling  of  milk,  ice-cream  and  water,  samples  of  animal  feeding  stuffs  were 
collected  for  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  which  has  been  collaborating  in  a  country  wide  investigation 
into  the  possible  sources  of  salmonella  food  infections. 

All  meat  and  offal  is  inspected  by  a  public  health  inspector  and  passed  as  fit  before  it  is  allowed  to  be 
used  as  food,  but  it  is  a  far  better  thing  to  prevent  animals  from  contracting  disease  in  the  first  place. 


COMPLAINTS  ABOUT  DUSTBINS 

A  complaint  that  is  made  every  summer  is  one  about  dustbins  being  left  outside  on  the  kerb  without  lids. 
Refuse  collection  is  under  the  direction  of  the  Council’s  Engineer  and  Surveyor  and  I  know  that  he  is  as 
concerned  as  I  am  about  this  nuisance.  Not  very  long  ago,  the  Public  Health  Committee  watched  a  special 
demonstration  of  dustless  loading  by  a  new  refuse  vehicle,  using  bins  with  hinged  lids.  Whether  or  not  the 
Committee  will  take  this  step  and  have  dustless  refuse  collection  in  Wellington  we  shall  have  to  wait  and  see. 
This  method  is  becoming  more  popular,  in  spite  of  the  additional  expense  that  is  entailed. 


COMPLAINTS  ABOUT  FOOD 

Amongst  the  complaints  about  food  which  were  investigated  during  the  year,  were  several  which  related 
to  foreign  matter  in  food.  Of  these  the  most  important  were  two  complaints  of  glass  in  bottled  milk.  This 
sort  of  thing  can  be  very  alarming,  both  for  the  customer  and  for  the  dairyman.  After  a  thorough  investi¬ 
gation  had  been  made,  and  the  bottling  plant  had  been  inspected  and  found  to  be  satisfactory,  it  was  decided 
that  no  action  should  be  taken.  It  is  difficult  to  prove  where  and  how  glass  gets  into  milk.  This  will  be  a 
recurrent  complaint  as  long  as  the  dairy  industry  continues  to  use  glass  bottles,  but  anyone  finding  foreign 
matter  in  milk  or  any  other  food,  should  get  into  touch  with  the  Public  Health  Department.  It  is  important 
to  leave  the  foreign  matter  untouched,  just  as  it  was  found,  and  to  keep  the  food  carefully  until  it  has  been 
inspected. 


HOUSEWIVES  CHOICE 

On  the  subject  of  clean  food  I  should  like  to  say  this.  There  is  a  natural  movement  towards  cleaner  and 
better  food  shops.  The  housewives’  choice  is  the  clean  food  shop.  There  have  been  many  changes  in  the  town 
in  recent  years,  and  the  standards  of  hygiene  are  constantly  improving.  The  Public  Health  Department 
alone  has  not  been  responsible  for  all  these  improvements.  There  is  a  much  stronger  force  at  work  ;  but  we 
are  always  at  hand  to  force  the  pace  when  a  shopkeeper  cannot  see  the  writing  on  the  wall. 


YOUR  PART 

This  chronicle  of  complaints  would  not  be  complete  without  a  word  about  the  complaints  we  never 
receive.  We  in  public  health  are  here  to  improve  health  standards.  If  you  should  come  across  something 
you  think  we  should  know  about,  please  tell  us.  To  some  extent  we  depend  on  you.

WATER  SUPPLIES 
Re-grouping  of  Water  Undertakings 

Three  years  have  passed  since  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  first  asked  Local  Water 
Undertakings  to  consider  their  role  in  the  process  of  re-grouping  which  has  been  taking  place  since  the  Water 
Act  of  1945  was  passed.  During  these  three  years  several  meetings  have  taken  place  jointly  with  neighbouring 
authorities  and,  finally,  the  Rural  Council  agreed  to  join  the  existing  East  Shropshire  Water  Board.  April 
1961  should  see  the  culmination  of  these  efforts  when  the  enlarged  East  Shropshire  Water  Board  is  expected 
to  operate.  The  task  of  take-over  and  central  administration  will  be  considerable  and  it  may  be  some  time 
before  the  newly  formed  board  will  be  able  to  co-ordinate  the  various  sources  of  supplies.  However,  with 
efficient  administration  the  enlarged  board  will  no  doubt  be  for  the  ultimate  good,  both  locally  and  nationally. 

The  Rural  Council  has  been  able  to  maintain  an  unlimited  supply  during  the  year  on  all  their  sources, 
although  the  consumption  rose  considerably  during  the  dry  summer. 
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Set  out  below  is  the  pumping  and  rest  levels  of  each  bore  at  the  end  of  October,  1959,  and  also  1958 
figures  for  comparison.

The  results  of  these  analysis  shows  the  necessity  for  regular  sampling  of  public  supplies. 

The  Chipnal  Rams  supply  from  springs  before  chlorination  has  always  been  a  source  of  anxiety  which 
accounted  for  7  unsatisfactory  samples.  The  8  unsatisfactory  samples  from  bore  and  rams  combined  were 
attributed  to  foreign  matter  getting  into  the  bore  from  top  of  tube.  The  regular  sampling  quickly  indicated 
the  source  of  contamination  and  measures  were  taken  to  eliminate  further  trouble.  Three  samples  from  the 
Hodnet  supply  indicated  surface  pollution  and  the  18  inch  bore  was  cement  grouted  on  the  outside  of  bore 
down  to  a  depth  of  22\  feet. 

The  unsatisfactory  sample  at  Ightfield  was  unaccounted  for,  as  later  samples  were  highly  satisfactory.

16  samples  were  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination. 

6  were  highly  satisfactory.

The  three  not  entirely  satisfactory  were  from  No.  1  Links  Green  Council  House,  Hinstock.  (These 
houses  have  now  been  connected  to  the  Yelves  piped  supply). 

2.  Betton  Crossing  Council  Houses  (2).  It  is  intended  that  these  will  be  supplied  with  a  new  bore. 
The  third  supply  not  entirely  satisfactory  was  from  tv/o  cottages  under  consideration  for  demolition. 
Of  the  7  unsatisfactory  supplies,  one  house  has  been  connected  to  the  Council’s  supply. 

Four  cottages  with  unsatisfactory  supplies  are  to  be  connected  to  a  private  bore.  A  new  bore  is  being 
sunk  to  supply  the  two  remaining  cottages  with  a  safe  supply. 

Tenants  of  4  cottages  where  no  other  supply  is  available  have  been  told  to  boil  all  water  for  domestic 

use.

The  licence  for  extraction  of  water  from  this  bore  is  up  to  4,000  gallons  per  day.  The  probable  require¬ 
ments  will  be  about  3,000  per  day  and  it  is  not  anticipated  that  the  limit  will  be  exceeded  before  the  Ellerton 
Water  scheme  will  be  available. 


Future  Extensions 

Wistanswick.  Plans  have  been  prepared  and  submitted  to  the  Ministry  for  supplying  this  village  from  the 
Air  Ministry’s  main  at  Stoke  Heath.  It  will  be  necessary  to  install  a  booster  pump  for  the  higher  levels. 

Ellerton  Scheme.  This  has  been  under  consideration  for  some  time  and  no  doubt  a  public  enquiry  into 
the  scheme  will  take  place  early  in  1960. 

Hodnet  Supply.  The  Consulting  Engineers,  Sir  A.  H.  S.  Waters  and  Partners  have  under  consideration 
the  provision  of  additional  reservoir  at  Hodnet.  The  increase  in  consumption  indicates  that  adequate  storage 
should  be  available. 
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The  existing  reservoir  21,000  gallons  is  now  not  sufficient  to  deal  with  the  present  demand.  The  average 
daily  consumption  is  43,000  gallons  per  day  and  the  peak  demand  in  September,  1959,  reached  54,500  gallons 
per  day.  It  is  now  proposed  to  construct  an  additional  reservoir  of  100,000  gallons  capacity. 

Water  plays  an  important  part  in  the  agricultural  industry  and  is  essential  for  present  day  dairy  farming. 

The  combination  of  water  and  sewage  is  also  a  domestic  problem  in  rural  areas  and  it  should  be  recognised 
that  water  and  sewage  facilities  will  be  a  lot  more  costly  in  the  future.  To-day  the  cheapest  sources  are  being 
utilised  while  the  future  means  transporting  greater  distances. 

HOUSING  ACT,  1949,  and  HOUSING  REPAIRS  AND  RENTS  ACT,  1954 

Forty  applications  for  Improvement  Grant  have  been  received  and  approved  during  the  year,  an  increase 
of  23  in  comparison  with  1958. 

25  houses  were  completed,  which  brings  the  total  to  137  houses,  which  have  been  modernised  and  pro¬ 
vided  with  amenities  which  are  greatly  appreciated  by  the  tenants. 

The  total  cost  of  improvements  and  repairs  was  £18,525  14s.  9d.,  average  cost  per  house  £741  0s.  7d. 

The  total  cost  of  improvements  was  £16,630  17s.  Id.,  giving  an  average  cost  of  £665  4s.  8d.  per  house.  Total 
cost  of  grant  paid  by  the  Council  was  £7,507,  average  grant  per  house  was  £300  5s.  7d. 

The  amount  of  grant  as  a  percentage  of  the  total  cost  (£18,525  14s.  9d.)  was  40.19%  compared  with 
36.15%  in  1958. 

This  increase  is  accounted  for  as  the  cost  of  repairs  were  less,  and  in  some  cases  only  the  amenities  were 
required,  the  property  being  in  a  good  state  of  repair. 

The  Council  has  given  every  encouragement  to  owners  to  take  advantage  of  this  Act  and  it  is  hoped  that 
further  progress  will  be  made  to  provide  amenities  which  are  usually  associated  with  the  more  populated  areas.

SEWERS  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

The  Cheswardine  and  Soudley  new  sewage  scheme  was  completed  and  in  operation  at  the  end  of  the 
year. 

The  new  works  provide  for  dealing  with  a  population  of  470,  allowing  for  35  gallons  per  head  per  day 
equal  to  16,450  gallons  per  day. 

Woore.  The  sewage  scheme  for  the  village  has  had  to  be  reviewed  to  provide  for  future  housing  develop¬ 
ment  in  this  area,  and  there  is  no  doubt  that  at  least  100  acres  would  be  suitable  for  housing  when  sewage 
facilities  are  available.  It  is  intended  that  the  new  proposal  will  be  submitted  early  in  1960. 

Garden  City,  Tern  Hill.  The  Council  have  taken  over  the  maintenance  of  this  disposal  works  and  sewers 
and  the  former  developer  has  also  agreed  to  provide  additional  land  for  extension  of  works.  The  owner 
also  agreed  to  give  the  Council  £100  to  carry  out  immediate  repairs  and  other  work.  The  disposal  plant 
is  capable  of  dealing  with  40  dwellings.  At  present  23  houses,  together  with  shop  property  and  hotel,  are 
connected  to  the  sewer. 

Schools.  The  following  village  schools  have  been  provided  with  water  closets  and  independent  sewage 
disposal  works  :  Ightfield  (Children  40),  Stoke-on-Tern  (Children  70). 

Work  is  also  approved  of  conversion  at  Moreton  Saye  School.  Public  Sewer  is  also  available  at  Childs 
Ercall  School  and  this  conversion  will  also  be  dealt  with  in  the  near  future. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION 

This  service  was  gradually  extended  and  now  includes  some  of  the  outlying  farms  and  cottages — in  some 
cases  15  minutes  for  the  collection  of  one  bin.  However,  the  district  is  covered  in  approximately  16  days. 
Driver  and  three  loaders  are  employed.  The  7  tips  are  kept  in  satisfactory  condition.  2,324  council  owned 
dust  bins  are  in  circulation  for  which  a  charge  of  5/-  per  year  is  made. 

MILK  AND  DAIRIES  REGULATIONS,  1949 

Action  under  these  regulations  was  not  necessary  during  the  year,  although  one  case  was  under  obser¬ 
vation  by  the  Ministry’s  Veterinary  Inspectors. 

FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT,  1955.  FOOD  REGULATIONS,  1955 

Ice-cream.  Twenty-nine  premises  for  the  sale  of  ice-cream  are  registered.  These  premises  comply  with 
the  regulations  in  regard  to  cleanliness,  washing  facilities  and  protection  from  contamination.  All  premises 
are  for  the  sale  of  prepacked  products. 

One  application  for  registration  was  refused,  owing  to  the  unsuitability  of  the  premises.  14  samples  were 
submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for  examination.  12  samples  were  Grade  1  and  2  samples  Grade  II. 
The  School  Canteens  are  under  efficient  management  and  the  general  cleanliness  is  highly  creditable. 
The  food  premises,  generally,  are  of  a  fairly  good  standard  and  improvement  in  general  cleanliness  is 
maintained. 

Resort  to  legal  action  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  was  not  necessary. 

Housing  Sites.  Completed  during  the  year — 8  houses  at  Marchamley. 

Housing  Register.  Applicants  on  Housing  list  at  end  of  year  85. 

Future  Development.  Building  in  progress  at  Chestnut  Housing  Site,  Hinstock  for  6  bungalows  and  14 
houses,  also  2  houses  built  by  the  County  Council  for  Nurse  and  Police.

Garages  on  Council’s  Estates.  The  provision  of  garages  has  had  consideration  for  some  time  and  8 
garages  have  been  agreed  upon  at  The  Yelves  Site,  Hinstock. 

The  provision  of  garage  space  with  vehicular  access  to  each  house  may  be  the  solution  of  this  problem 
in  the  rural  area.  A  garage  of  16ft.  by  9ft.  would  allow  for  garage  and  storage  of  cycles,  tools,  etc.  and  thereby 
eliminate  unsightly  sheds. 

General  Repairs  and  Maintenance.  This  work  is  carried  out  by  the  Council’s  own  staff  with  the  exception 
of  plumbing,  electrical  repair  and  external  painting. 

58  houses  have  been  painted  externally  during  the  year. 

Provision  of  hot  water  for  bath,  wash-basin  and  sink  by  electrical  heating  has  been  under  test  during  the 
year.  For  the  average  family,  the  cost  was  under  5d.  per  day.

It  is  to  be  noted  that  the  percentage  of  cattle  infected  with  Tuberculosis  has  been  reduced  from  3.94% 
(1958)  to  1.4  %  in  1959,  and  pigs  from  2.1  %  to  1.27  %. 
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VERMIN  CONTROL 


Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949.  Vermin  control  is  an  apt  title  for,  as  yet,  rat  extermination  is  a 
long  way  off.  However,  during  the  year,  some  valuable  work  has  been  carried  out  by  the  Rodent  Operator. 
506  Inspections  or  re-inspections  have  been  made.  38  major  and  198  minor  infestations  have  been,  or  are 
being  dealt  with  up  to  the  end  of  the  year.  268  premises  were  found  to  be  clear.  190  premises  have  been 
treated  by  the  Rodent  Operator.  31  premises  have  been  dealt  with  under  private  contract.  31  properties  have 
also  been  satisfactorily  treated  by  the  occupiers. 

The  private  contractor  has  made  a  valuable  contribution  and  his  work  has  been  found  highly  commend¬ 
able. 

All  schools  in  the  area  are  visited  during  holidays  and  treatment  carried  out  where  necessary. 

Refuse  tips  are  visited  not  less  frequently  than  monthly  as  these  are  acknowledge  as  collecting  grounds 
which  enable  ease  of  treatment. 

It  is  to  be  noted  that  the  Animal  Health  Research  Centre  has  drawn  attention  to  the  dangers  in  the  use 
of  Warfarin  without  utmost  care. 

Leaflets  are  issued  where  occupiers  carry  out  the  treatment  themselves  and  instructions  given  when 
required  or  necessary. 

This  service  has  now  been  recognised  as  an  essential  public  health  measure  and  the  continued  co¬ 
operation  of  all  owners  and  occupiers  is  gratifying.

MORTUARY 

The  provision  of  a  Mortuary  has  made  facilities  of  Death  Sanitation  available  for  the  Rural  and  Urban 
areas.  During  the  first  full  year  in  operation,  advantage  has  been  taken  on  seven  occasions  from  the  rural 
area  in  1959. 

This  number  would  appear  small,  taking  into  account  the  deaths  during  the  year.  There  is  no  doubt  that 
this  asset  is  not  properly  understood  or  known  and  consideration  could  be  advantageously  discussed  by  both 
the  Rural  and  Urban  Authority  in  an  endeavour  to  persuade  the  public  to  accept  this  service  when  the 
need  arises. 
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SANITARY  MATTERS  DEALT  WITH  DURING  THE  YEAR 


This  year  has  seen  a  further  29  domestic  properties,  including  7  farms,  connected  to  the  Council’s  water 
mains  which  were  previously  dependent  on  private  wells.  25  houses  were  modernised  and  essential  amenities 
provided.  41  houses  have  had  new  drainage  systems  installed. 

The  sewage  works  and  sewers  on  the  Tern  Hill  Garden  City  were  taken  over  by  the  Council  and  new 
sewage  disposal  plant  constructed  at  Marchamley  able  to  deal  with  approximately  22  houses.  The  sewage 
works  at  The  Chestnut  Site,  Hinstock,  has  been  reconditioned  to  deal  with  the  new  housing  site. 

Sludge  lagoons  have  also  to  be  installed  to  satisfy  the  requirements  of  the  Rivers  Board.  This  work  is 
included  in  the  site  works  contract. 

In  writing  this,  my  last  Report,  I  have  tried  to  review  the  work  of  the  year  and  comment  on  the  future 
development,  endeavouring  to  maintain  an  interesting  survey  and  record.  I  trust  this  has  been  done. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  like  to  pay  tribute  to  the  happy  association  with  my  colleagues  on  the  Council’s 
Staff,  especially  to  your  Clerk,  Mr.  Dudley,  with  whom  I  have  had  the  pleasure  of  close  collaboration  during 
the  whole  period  of  my  service  with  your  Council.  Dr.  Stewart,  at  the  helm  of  the  public  health  administration 
has  given  me  every  encouragement  with  his  ready  guidance  and  advice  which  I  always  appreciated.  Mr. 
Sandbrook  for  his  loyalty  and  cheerfully  meeting  all  demands  made  upon  him.  My  thanks  are  also  extended 
to  the  Rural  Councillors,  both  past  and  present,  especially  to  our  Chairman,  Mr.  Cope,  who  is  the  only 
.Councillor  still  serving  from  the  time  of  my  appointment  in  1930. 

My  association  with  the  Council  has  been  a  happy  one,  for  which  I  am  deeply  grateful.

Contribution  to  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  year  1959. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING  SERVICE 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal.  In  spite  of  the  very  high  sickness  rate  which  persisted  throughout  the 
greater  part  of  the  year,  a  satisfactory  service  of  collection  was  maintained.  This  was  in  large  measure  due  to 
the  greater  flexibility  of  labour  control  in  the  Scavenging  and  Sewerage  services,  the  ability  to  employ  a  certain 
amount  of  casual  labour  and  the  employment  of  an  additional  man  at  the  beginning  of  the  year. 

As  a  contribution  to  Road  Safety  the  three  refuse  vehicles  were  fitted  with  flashing  trafficators  and  ex¬ 
perience  has  shown  that  this  action  has  contributed  to  the  safety  both  of  the  men  and  the  machines.  Demon¬ 
strations  were  arranged  for  the  early  part  of  1960  of  two  refuse  vehicles  in  order  to  make  a  replacement 
during  the  coming  year. 

With  the  persistent  increase  in  the  number  of  cars  in  use,  applications  for  the  erection  of  private  garages 
have  correspondingly  increased.  The  Council  were  concerned  at  the  possibility  of  impeding  refuse  collection 
and  detailed  consideration  was  given  to  the  provision  of  Section  55,  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  which  deals 
with  the  question  of  access  for  refuse  collection  purposes. 

Under  this  general  heading  may  be  mentioned  the  fact  that  the  Council  gave  further  consideration  to 
the  provision  of  litter  receptacles  throughout  the  district  and,  at  the  end  of  the  year,  samples  had  been 
ordered  for  examination  by  the  Committee. 

The  very  dry  summer  resulted  in  several  fires  occurring  at  the  Ruckley  Tip  and,  with  the  changing  nature 
of  refuse,  it  is  becoming  increasingly  difficult  to  keep  the  Tip  in  a  satisfactory  condition  with  the  man  power 
and  facilities  at  present  available.  Controlled  tipping  as  recommended  by  the  Ministry,  certainly  could  not 
be  carried  out  in  the  present  circumstances. 

Salvage.  The  segregation  of  metal  at  the  refuse  tip  and  the  salvage  of  waste  paper  continued  throughout 
the  year  on  a  modest  scale.

WATER  SUPPLY 

The  district  continued  to  be  well  served  by  the  two  statutory  undertakers,  East  Shropshire  Water  Board 
and  Wolverhampton  Corporation.  As  in  the  past,  good  service  was  also  given  by  several  of  the  small  private 
supplies. 

The  public  supply  at  Stirchley  fell  below  its  usual  high  standard,  due  to  the  Fire  Service  drawing  water 
from  an  enclosed  service  reservoir.  Both  the  Council  and  the  East  Shropshire  Water  Board  took  up  this 
matter  with  the  Fire  Department  and  it  is  now  hoped  that  this  public  health  hazard  will  not  occur  again  in 
the  future. 

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

Progress  during  the  year  in  the  various  schemes  being  undertaken  or  considered  by  the  Council  was  as 
follows  : 

Shifnal.  Further  investigation  was  carried  out  into  the  problem  of  infiltration  water  but  this  work  was 
serviously  handicapped  by  shortage  of  men  due  to  sickness 

Albrighton.  Phase  I  of  this  scheme,  which  involved  the  relaying  of  the  outfall  sewer  and  the  construction 
of  a  storm  overflow,  was  started  and  completed  during  the  year.  Whilst  this  work  has  abated  the  serious 
nuisance  which  existed  at  Clock  Mills  Bridge,  the  sewage  disposal  works  are  now  seriously  surcharged  during 
storm  periods  and  the  need  to  start  Phase  2  of  the  earliest  opportunity  is  now  of  paramount  importance. 
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Beckbury.  This  scheme  had  to  be  modified  by  the  Council’s  consulting  engineers  to  meet  the  requirements 
of  the  Ministry.  These  amendments  have  now  been  completed  and  authority  to  advertise  for  tender  was 
awaited  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Badger.  The  Council  agreed  to  extend  the  sewer  in  this  village  in  order  to  accommodate  certain  private 
property  which  is  being  reconditioned  with  the  aid  of  Improvement  Grants. 

Kemberton  and  Heath  Hill.  Instructions  were  given  for  preliminary  surveys  to  be  made  in  both  these 
areas  in  order  that  the  Council  might  consider  the  provision  of  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal.  Owing  to  the 
pressure  of  other  work  it  has  unfortunately  not  been  possible  to  complete  these  surveys,  but  it  is  hoped  that 
the  necessary  reports  will  be  available  for  the  Committee’s  consideration  in  1960. 

Trade  Effluent.  The  unsatisfactory  quality  of  this  effluent  which  led  to  the  suspension  of  the  agreement 
received  further  consideration  from  the  firm  concerned  and  revised  disposal  arrangements  should  now  give 
no  further  concern. 

PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES 

In  consultation  with  the  Parish  Council  the  Committee  considered  the  merits  of  several  sites  in  Albrighton, 
and  a  further  report  on  this  matter  will  be  considered  by  the  Committee  in  1960. 

SWIMMING  POOLS 

There  are  no  public  swimming  pools  in  the  area.  The  water  in  privately  owned  pools  has  been  sampled 
and  advice  given  where  necessary. 

CLEAN  AIR  ACT,  1956 

The  Council  considered  the  adoption  of  the  Model  Byelaw  requiring  the  installation  in  new  houses  of 
appliances  capable  of  burning  authorized  fuels  and  also  the  question  of  making  new  housing  estates  into 
smoke  control  areas.  Consultations  took  place  with  the  authorities  responsible  for  authorized  fuels,  but  no 
decision  on  this  matter  had  been  taken  by  the  end  of  the  year.  Further  atmospheric  pollution  took  place 
from  one  industrial  chimney  in  the  Shifnal  Parish  and  the  firm  concerned  sought  further  advice  from  industrial 
consultants.  In  one  case  attention  was  drawn  to  a  smoke  nuisance  under  Section  16  of  the  Clean  Air  Act, 
1956. 

PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT,  1949 

The  Council  continued  to  participate  in  the  North  East  Salop  Joint  Pest  Control  Scheme  and  received 
•satisfactory  service  from  all  concerned  in  the  operation  of  this  scheme. 

The  pest  Control  Sub-Committee  of  the  Council  have  delegated  powers  to  authorise  the  service  of 
notices  under  the  Act.  No  notices  were  served  under  Sections  4  and  6  during  the  year. 

For  administrative  convenience  and  to  prevent  loss  of  revenue,  contracts  now  operate  twelve  months 
from  the  date  of  agreement. 

SANITARY  ADMINISTRATION 

The  drainage  Sub-Committee,  which  comprises  any  two  Shifnal  and/or  Albrighton  members,  has  power 
to  authorise  the  service  of  notices  under  Sections  24,  39,  44,  45  Public  Health  Act,  1936. 

The  following  notices  were  served  during  the  year  on  the  authority  of  this  sub-Committee  :

HOUSING,  SLUM  CLEARANCE  AND  UNFIT  HOUSES 

During  the  year  20  houses  which  were  the  subject  of  Clearance  and  Demolition  Orders  were  demolished 
and  one  unfit  house  was  closed.  In  spite  of  the  reduced  rate  of  Council  house  building  of  recent  years,  brought 
about  by  financial  restrictions,  it  is  pleasing  to  note  that  the  five  year  programme,  submitted  to  the  Ministry 
in  1955,  is  well  up  to  schedule  and  is  likely  to  be  exceeded  when  the  present  programme  expires  at  the  end  of 
I960. 
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Council  Building.  7  dwellings  were  completed  at  Albrighton  during  the  year  and  22  dwellings  were  in 
course  of  erection  at  the  end  of  the  year  in  Shifnal  Parish. 

Private  enterprise  building.  33  private  enterprise  houses  were  completed  with  8  in  course  of  erection 
at  the  end  of  the  year.  There  are  signs  that  private  development  in  the  Shifnal  Parish,  which  has  hitherto 
been  on  a  very  limited  scale,  is  likely  to  increase  considerably  in  the  immediate  future. 

Increased  attention  has  been  paid  to  the  enforcement  of  Building  Byelaws  in  respect  of  private  enterprise 
houses  and  this  of  course,  is  in  the  interests  of  prospective  house  purchasers.  It  should,  however,  be  appre¬ 
ciated  that  compliance  with  Building  Byelaws  is  not  in  itself  a  criterion  of  good  building.  The  Byelaws 
prescribe  a  minimum  standard,  below  which  it  is  reasonable  to  penalise  any  person  carrying  out  such  work. 
Apart  from  verbal  notices  on  the  building  sites,  13  notices  under  Byelaw  6,  two  notices  under  Section  65 
Public  Health  Act,  1936,  have  been  served  for  Byelaw  contraventions.  One  Notice  under  Section  58,  was 
served  in  respect  of  a  dangerous  structure.  The  assistance  of  the  Public  Works  Department,  City  of  Birming¬ 
ham,  was  sought  in  the  examination  of  mortar  used  on  a  building  site,  where  brickwork  was  found  to  be  in  a 
very  unstable  condition.  The  walls  concerned  were  pulled  down  to  ground  level  and  rebuilt. 

Improvement  Grants.  42  applications  for  Discretionary  Grants  were  received  during  the  year,  39  were 
approved  and  one  was  rejected.  Eight  applications  were  received  for  Standard  Grants  under  Section  4,  House 
Purchase  and  Housing  Act,  1959,  of  which  seven  were  approved. 

Certificates  of  Disrepair.  One  certificate  of  Disrepair  under  the  Rent  Act,  1957,  was  cancelled  during 
the  year 

TOWN  AND  COUNTRY  PLANNING 

Whilst  the  Salop  County  Council  are  the  authority  to  issue  planning  permissions,  the  Plans  and  Licensing 
Committee  of  the  Council  continued  to  exercise  their  right  to  make  observations  to  the  County  Authority 
on  all  planning  applications.  The  identity  of  view  which  exists  on  the  majority  of  applications  should  be 
noted  with  satisfaction. 

This  is  an  aspect  of  the  work  of  a  combined  department  which  is  taking  up  an  increasing  amount  of 
time. 

During  the  year  two  appeals  against  the  decision  of  the  Salop  County  Council  were  lodged  with  the 
Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government.  One  appeal  was  allowed  and  the  other  was  dismissed. 

PET  ANIMALS  ACT,  1951 

Two  premises  are  licensed  in  the  district  under  this  Act. 

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT 

No  burials  were  undertaken  under  the  responsibilities  of  this  Act  during  the  year. 

MEAT  INSPECTION 

100%  inspection  of  meat  derived  from  animals  slaughtered  in  the  district  has  again  been  maintained. 
This  includes  pigs  slaughtered  at  the  Shifnal  bacon  factory. 

A  sub-Committee  was  formed  to  prepare  the  report  on  slaughtering  facilities  required,  to  be  submitted 
to  the  Minister  by  November,  1960. 

FOOD  INSPECTION  AND  HYGIENE 

Some  further  notable  progress  was  made  during  the  year  to  raise  the  hygienic  standards  of  food  premises. 

The  department  co-operated  with  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  in  their  investigation  into  the 
incidence  of  salmonellosis,  by  supplying  various  samples  of  pork  sausage  and  other  foodstuffs. 

MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS 

Following  non-compliance  with  an  Abatement  notice,  a  Nuisance  Ord^r  was  obtained  in  the  Magistrates 
Court  for  the  provision  of  suitable  artificial  lighting  in  the  sanitary  conveniences  provided  on  a  licensed  site. 
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STAFF 


During  the  year,  Mr.  A.  Lawley,  pupil  assistant,  left  Local  Government  to  take  up  an  appointment  with 
better  financial  prospects.  In  view  of  the  growth  of  administrative  work  the  Council  decided  to  replace  this 
member  of  staff  with  a  full  time  shorthand  typist/clerical  assistant.  For  this  purpose  Miss  C.  Jones  com¬ 
menced  work  in  the  department  on  20th  May. 

To  Mr.  Peel,  my  deputy,  and  to  Miss  Jones,  I  would  extend  my  grateful  thanks  and  appreciation  for  the 
excellent  work  they  have  done  in  the  department  throughout  the  year. 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public  Health  and  Plans  and  Licensing  Committees  I  tender  my 
grateful  thanks  for  the  cordial  and  happy  relationship  which  has  always  been  in  evidence  and  for  the  help 
which  1  constantly  receive.

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 

As  far  as  refuse  collection  is  concerned  the  year  can  be  regarded  as  satisfactory.  The  policy  of  the  Council 
in  purchasing  fore  and  aft  tipping  vehicles  is  beginning  to  pay  dividends  and  the  commissioning  of  a  second 
vehicle  of  this  type  during  the  year  will,  it  is  confidently  believed,  result  in  improved  collection  of  refuse  to  a 
large  part  of  the  area.  The  first  vehicle  to  be  put  into  use  has  maintained  a  good  service  in  the  Donnington 
and  Hadley  areas  and  appreciation  has  been  expressed  by  many  ratepayers — a  sure  sign  that  there  has  been 
a  noticeable  improvement.  The  same  improvement  has  not  yet  been  very  evident  in  the  case  of  the  second 
vehicle  but  a  change  in  personnel  showed  encouraging  signs  towards  the  end  of  the  year. 

Changes  in  personnel  have  occurred  during  the  year  but  have  not  been  excessive.  It  is  rather  surprising, 
considering  the  considerable  attraction  of  higher  rates  of  pay  in  local  industry,  that  the  retention  of  labour 
in  such  work  as  refuse  collection  is  not  more  difficult.  It  cannot  be  said  that  the  work  is  particularly  attractive 
although  the  “perks”  which  albeit  an  unknown  quantity  and  quite  unofficial,  have  become  almost  an  under¬ 
stood  thing  and  may  perhaps  be  an  inducement. 

An  important  step  was  taken  during  the  year  when  the  Council  decided  to  erect  a  new  Depot  at  Donning¬ 
ton.  Work  was  commenced  in  the  Autumn  and  will,  when  complete,  house  six  vehicles,  have  a  washing  bay, 
inspection  pit,  work  bench,  stores,  a  clothes  room  for  employees  and  petrol  and  deisel  oil  storage  tanks. 
Consideration  was  also  promised  to  employment  of  a  mechanic  to  carry  out  maintenance  of  the  vehicles 
now  owned  by  the  Council  and  it  is  anticipated  that  this  matter  will  be  raised  again  when  the  Depot  is  nearing 
completion.  Such  a  move  would  undoubtedly  meet  with  success  as  the  day  to  day  maintenance  of  vehicles 
has  for  some  years  been  carried  out  as  and  where  they  could  be  “fitted  in”  at  local  garages. 
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The  disposal  of  refuse  has  continued  at  the  main  tip  at  Donnington  Wood  and  the  method  of  disposal 
still  leaves  much  to  be  desired,  viz  :  the  dumping  of  refuse  and  the  weekly  levelling  out  with  the  tractor, 
with  periodic  covering  with  soil. 

Even  this  method  of  control  has  been  difficult  during  the  twelve  months  owing  to  the  almost  continual 
firing  of  the  tip  which  has  defied  all  efforts  to  extinguish.  The  very  dry  summer  did  not  help  and  at  times  the 
tipping  of  refuse  was  almost  a  case  of  “heaping  coals  on  the  fire.”  The  weekly  levelling  out  of  refuse  has  been 
carried  out  by  the  Ferguson  tractor  but  the  continual  breakdowns  through  punctured  tyres  emphasizes  the 
advantages  of  the  use  of  a  tracked  vehicle  compared  with  one  with  rubber  tyres.  It  may  be  that  the  Council 
will  bear  this  in  mind  if  and  when  the  control  of  refuse  disposal  is  considered  in  the  future. 


DISINFESTATION  AND  CONTROL  OF  VERMIN 

Rat  Control.  This  service  continues  to  operate  very  satisfactorily  on  a  joint  basis  and  the  number  of 
contracts  entered  into  during  the  year  was  128,  with  a  total  value  of  £1,460.  Council  premises  such  as  Sewage 
Disposal  Works,  Refuse  Tips,  etc.,  are  also  treated,  and  domestic  premises  are  treated  free  of  cost.  The  total 
cost  of  the  service  during  1959  was  £1,517. 

Vermin  Control.  Isolated  cases  have  been  investigated  and  any  necessary  action  taken. 

There  is  one  type  of  infestation  which  is  rarely  mentioned  but  which  is  present  in  so  many  older  houses 
and  must,  throughout  the  country,  cause  extensive  damage  and  inestimable  expense  annually.  The  infestation 
referred  to  is  that  of  the  common  wood-worm  or  furniture  beetle.  In  spite  of  the  many  claims  by  manufacturers 
there  appears  to  be  few  proprietory  insecticides  which  are  entirely  successful  in  treating  affected  in  situ 
timbers  in  buildings  and  the  “prevention  is  better  than  cure”  maxim  is  one  which  could  well  do  with  having 
legal  backing  by  introduction  in  byelaw  form  to  secure  impregnation  treatment  of  all  structural  timbers  in 
buildings. 


WATER  SUPPLIES 

Again  no  major  schemes  have  been  undertaken  in  the  Council’s  area  by  the  Water  Board.  Claims  have 
been  pressed  successfully  with  the  Board  by  the  Council’s  representatives  for  priority  to  be  given  to  schemes 
for  Crudgington,  Waters  Upton  and  Sytch  Lane,  and  Walcot.  These  and  other  villages  in  the  area  have  waited 
patiently  in  the  hope  that  their  voices  would  be  heard  and  it  must  be  difficult  for  them  to  appreciate  reasons 
for  delay  when  they  read  of  schemes  progressing  in  the  remote  parts  in  Wales. 

The  regrouping  of  water  undertakings  has  been  discussed  by  the  authorities  concerned  and  it  is  under¬ 
stood  that  the  eastern  part  of  the  county  will  be  served  by  one  Board.  It  will  be  left  to  be  seen  whether  this 
formation  of  larger  Boards  will  have  the  desired  effect  of  speeding  up  the  supply  of  water  to  those  parts  of  the 
areas  of  the  constituent  authorities  which  are  without.  The  time  has  long  since  passed  when  it  should  be 
necessary  to  issue  periodic  warnings  to  ratepayers  “to  boil  water  before  drinking  or  using  for  domestic 
purposes.” 

Chlorination.  All  public  supplies  under  the  control  of  the  East  Shropshire  Water  Board  are  chlorinated 
at  source. 

Sampling.  Public  supplies  have  been  sampled  as  a  routine  matter  as  will  be  seen  from  the  tabulated 
results.  Most  of  the  samples  from  private  supplies  were  taken  as  a  result  of  applications  for  improvement 
grants  and  in  a  number  of  cases  resulted  in  new  boreholes  being  sunk  and  a  satisfactory  supply  obtained. 


SEWERS  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

At  long  last  there  is  a  chance  that  the  modernisation  of  the  Hadley  and  Ketley  Sewage  Disposal  Works 
will  be  able  to  proceed.  The  matter  which  has  been  the  cause  of  such  long  delay,  the  treatment  of  the  trade 
effluent  from  the  Works  of  Messrs.  Joseph  Sankey  &  Sons,  has  now  been  resolved  by  the  firm  agreeing  to 
treat  the  effluent  themselves.  The  Council’s  Consulting  Engineers  have  been  instructed  to  proceed  without 
delay  with  the  completion  of  the  drawings  for  the  scheme. 
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A  number  of  schemes  covering  the  sewering  of  villages  in  the  area — Rodington,  Sambrook,  Waters 
Upton  and  Chetwynd  Aston  have  been  considered  in  preliminary  form  and  of  these  instructions  have  been 
given  for  the  preparation  of  details  for  the  Chetwynd  Aston  Scheme.  The  estimated  costs  of  the  remaining 
schemes  were  so  high  that  Ministry’s  guidance  has  been  sought  on  the  likelihood  of  sympathetic  consideration 
being  given  if  the  schemes  are  submitted  in  detail.  It  will  be  interesting  to  know  the  Ministry’s  reaction  to 
schemes  which  are  estimated  as  high  as  £900  per  house. 

The  maintenance  of  Sewage  Disposal  Works  and  the  various  pumping  stations  has  again  been  an  onerous 
one.  At  the  Donnington  Works  a  major  breakdown  happened  in  the  sludge  digestion  plant.  A  blockage 
occurred  in  the  system  and  defied  all  efforts  to  move  it  and  eventually  tanks  had  to  be  opened.  It  was  found 
that  approximately  a  third  of  the  tank  capacity  was  filled  with  heavy  grit  and  solids.  A  relatively  small  pro¬ 
portion  of  this  was  removed  by  diaphragm  pumps  after  agitation  with  compressed  air.  The  remainder 
approximately  130  tons  was  removed  manually  in  a  very  difficult  and  arduous  operation  in  which  the  men 
working  in  relays  in  the  tanks  were  obliged  to  use  suitable  breathing  apparatus  to  ensure  their  safety.  The 
work  in  all  took  3  weeks.  It  was  rather  disturbing  to  find  that  such  an  operation  as  this  had  to  be  carried 
out  manually  and  even  the  manufacturers  of  the  plant  had  no  ideas  on  an  alternative  method.  There  seems 
to  be  room  here  for  improvement. 


CESSPOOL  EMPTYING 

This  service  is  still  in  great  demand  and  is  likely  to  remain  so  for  some  years.  It  would  be  appreciated 
however  if  some  ratepayers  would  realise  that  the  service  is  not  a  24  hour  one  and  as  far  as  possible  calls  are 
dealt  with  in  rotation. 

On  the  whole,  the  service  functions  well  and  is  of  great  benefit  to  the  parts  of  the  area  which  are  not 
blessed  with  proper  sewerage  schemes. 

HOUSING 

The  curb  on  capital  expenditure  of  almost  two  years  ago  was  reflected  in  the  number  of  Council  houses 
completed  during  the  year — only  22.  No  new  schemes  have  been  commenced  in  1959  and  this  fact  must  again 
have  a  bearing  on  the  number  of  houses  completed  in  1960.  Much  preparatory  work  has  however  been 
carried  out.  The  Council  have  purchased  or  negotiated  for  the  purchase  of  approximately  68  acres  of  ground 
and  prices  paid  have  reached  figures  which  a  few  years  ago  would  have  been  laughed  at  by  a  purchaser — now 
it  is  the  vendor’s  turn  to  laugh  ?  It  is  incumbent,  however,  on  local  authorities  to  meet  their  responsibilities 
in  providing  houses  for  the  people  who  are  in  need  and  by  the  purchase  of  sufficient  land  the  Council  are 
endeavouring  conscientiously  to  do  this.  On  the  other  hand,  a  close  watch  must  be  kept  on  the  possibility  of 
buying  land  in  excess  of  requirements.  The  high  cost  of  land  and  building  must  inevitably  mean  high  rents 
and  may  mean  a  reluctance  on  the  part  of  some  applicants  to  take  houses  at  a  rent  which  they  can  ill  afford. 

The  clearance  of  unfit  houses  has  continued  and  a  total  of  13  houses  has  been  demolished  during  the  year. 
Demolition  and  Closing  Orders  were  made  in  respect  of  23  houses.  In  addition  Clearance  Areas  were  made 
including  27  houses,  a  public  house  and  4  shops,  and  subsequently  Clearance  Orders  were  made  involving 
18  of  these  houses,  a  public  house  and  3  shops,  the  remainder  being  included  in  a  Compulsory  Purchase 
Order.  These  Orders  have  been  submitted  to  the  Ministry  and  confirmation  is  awaited. 

The  slowing  up  of  the  Council’s  building  programme  during  the  previous  year  was  reflected  in  the 
number  of  Council  houses  completed  in  1959 — a  mere  22.  Private  enterprise  forged  ahead  and  was  respon¬ 
sible  for  the  completion  of  133  houses. 

MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS 

The  usual  “moving  scenes”  have  occurred  from  time  to  time  in  the  Donnington  area  and  it  has  been 
necessary  to  exert  pressure  on  the  usual  offenders.  It  is  almost  a  seasonal  happening  for  the  van  dweller-cum- 
scrap  collector  to  descend  on  an  area,  annoy  the  populace  in  general  in  search  of  scrap  metals,  cannibalise 
the  countryside  for  timber  to  keep  the  “home  fires  burning”  and  intimidate  local  residents  in  demands  for 
water.  The  majority  of  these  people  continue  to  be  a  source  of  nuisance  wherever  they  go  and  it  is  difficult 
to  imagine  them  ever  becoming  useful  citizens. 

The  privately  owned  caravan  site  at  Muxton  became  overloaded  with  vans  during  the  year  and  the 
owner  was  instructed  to  reduce  the  numbers  to  the  figure  originally  agreed.  Steps  have  been  taken  to  provide 
piped  drainage  to  every  caravan  and  two  bathrooms  with  hot  and  cold  water  are  now  in  use  on  the  site. 
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FOOD  HYGIENE 

Inspection  of  food  premises  have  continued  and  generally  speaking  conditions  are  fairly  reasonable. 
Only  in  one  case  was  a  warning  given  to  a  proprietor  and  this  resulted  in  improvements  in  the  cleanliness  of 
the  premises  and  the  equipment  in  use. 


IMPROVEMENT  GRANTS 

There  has  again  been  a  slight  reduction  in  the  number  of  houses  for  which  Improvement  Grants  have 
been  approved.  The  figures  are  as  follows  :

MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS 

Satisfaction  can  again  be  expressed  in  the  high  standard  of  meat  inspected  in  the  private  slaughterhouses 
in  the  district,  and  the  fact  that  it  has  again  been  possible  to  achieve  a  100%  inspection  of  this  meat. 

ICE-CREAM 

The  number  of  premises  registered  for  the  sale  of  ice-cream  continues  to  increase  and  now  stands  at  64. 
Of  the  52  samples  taken  during  the  year  42  were  Grade  I,  7  Grade  II,  2  Grade  III  and  1  Grade  IV. 

Notification  of  unsatisfactory  samples  is  taken  up  with  the  Authority  within  whose  area  the  ice-cream  is 
manufactured  in  an  endeavour  to  trace  the  cause.  The  results  generally  however  are  not  very  conclusive. 

FOOD  POISONING 

No  cases  of  food  poisoning  were  notified  during  the  year. 


MORTUARY 

The  improvements  to  the  Mortuary  have  been  completed  and  apart  from  general  decorations  there  should 
be  little  expenditure  here  for  some  years. 

The  building  continues  to  be  used  extensively  and  during  1959  a  total  of  150  bodies  have  been  accom¬ 
modated. 


PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES 

Petty  damage  has  occurred  from  time  to  time  to  the  conveniences  at  Donnington  and  Ketley  and  from  all 
accounts  it  does  not  appear  that  it  is  peculiar  to  this  area.  Some  authorities  appear  to  suffer  continually  and 
budget  annually  for  anticipated  damage.  It  is  a  sad  reflection  on  the  attitude  of  a  certain  section  of  the  com¬ 
munity  which  appears  to  take  a  delight  in  damaging  that  which  has  been  provided  for  their  benefit. 

RECREATION  GROUNDS 

Work  has  been  at  a  standstill  on  the  Donnington  Recreation  Ground  until  late  in  the  year  when  an 
active  start  was  made  on  draining  work.  It  is  hoped  that  the  work  will  proceed  without  a  hitch  and  the  next 
twelve  months  will  see  a  radical  change  in  the  position. 

Consideration  and  instructions  have  been  given  to  the  Architects  to  proceed  with  plans  for  bowling  green, 
tennis  courts,  a  further  football  pitch,  a  pavilion  and  a  groundsman’s  house  at  the  Hadley  Recreation  Ground. 

While  at  Ketley  the  ground  is  to  be  re-drained  and  re-seeded,  a  new  entrance  formed  and  new  children’s 
playground  equipment  provided. 

The  Council’s  commitments  on  Recreation  Grounds  are  considerable  and  in  due  course  will  prove  of 
great  benefit  to  the  ratepayers.  It  is  hoped  that  full  appreciation  will  be  given  to  the  cost  of  maintenance  and 
the  employment  of  the  necessary  labour  to  give  the  grounds  the  attention  they  will  ultimately  require.

PREVALENCE  OF  AND  CONTROL  OVER  INFECTIOUS  AND  ALLIED  DISEASES 

The  incidence  of  Scarlet  Fever  has  been  slightly  below  that  of  1958  but  in  certain  districts,  particularly 
in  the  rural  parts,  it  has  been  appreciable.  Of  the  common  illnesses  of  infancy  the  frequency  of  Whooping 
Cough  has  been  about  average  but  1959  has  been  an  epidemic  year  for  Measles  in  practically  all  areas.  The 
summer  has  been  exceptional  for  weather  and  it  may  be  that  from  this  association  there  has  been  an  almost 
complete  absence  of  Acute  Poliomyelitis.  Other  factors  might  be  debated  in  accounting  for  this  happy  state 
but  the  influence  of  the  sun  may  have  played  its  part.  Of  other  infectious  conditions  the  sporadic  occurrence 
of  Dysentry  of  the  sonne  type  and  the  infrequency  of  Food  Poisoning  should  be  noticed— with  satisfaction 
in  the  case  of  the  latter. 

In  the  section  dealing  with  Tuberculosis  it  will  be  noted  that  the  numbers  on  the  Register  have  been 
corrected  to  Mid-March.  These  figures  can  now  be  regarded  as  a  true  reflection  of  the  number  of  cases  in 
each  district  suffering  from  this  disease.
